TRACE WITH CANADA. 


Views of Goldwin, Smith» on Commercial 
Union and Other Mattors, 


Wasmixerox, Feb. 1.—At the informal 
conference between Prof. Goldwin Smith, 
Erastus Wiman and Mr. Springer and other 
members of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, enquiry was made of Prof. Smithins 
to his opinion of the theory which is enter- 
tained in this country by some public men 
that political union between the United 
States and the Dominion might ultimately 
result, if the United States should pursue 
an aggressive course toward Catala kG 
decline to make favorable commercial rela- 
tions, withdraw the bonding privileges and 
the like, 

Prof. Goldwin Smith replied that, as a 
Canadian citizen, he had nothing }o say as 
to the probable effect’ of such a policy, so 
far as any political relations with. the 
United States were concerned. But as a 
practical commercial matter he did suggest 
that ifthe United States should attempt 
such a policy, whatever might be the 
motives of this Government, the result would 
most probably be that the people of Canada 
Ponta amen thale eyes in anentirely different 
direction and that theparty which nowseeks. 
to establish an imperil a \iraratareroalllbe 
greatly strengthened and encouraged. Ax 
to the possibility that the United States 
could ever adopt such a policy as was sug- 
gested, with ultimate political union in 
view, Professor Goldwin Smith had a very 
decided opinion—that was that the United 
States would never adopt such a policy.

ly uny such plan was contemplated, 
expressed the belief that 
the conflicting local interests in the 
United States would put a veto on it 

These conflicting interests would always, in 
the opinion of Professor Smith, be actively 
at work in this country to prevent & com- 
plete execution of the policy of exclusion 
which had been suggested. It ‘would not 
be possible for the United States under any 
circumstances ever likely to occur to com- 
platsly carry out’ a policy of exclusion. 
for that reason the inquiry asto what the 
effect would be on a political union between 
the two countries is an idle and _impractic- 
able one, 

It is evident to those who have closely 
studied the situation here that there is no 
prospect of any legislation or action on the 
part of the Government with respect 
to freer relations in Canada until 
aftor the issues of the next Presidential elec- 
tion shall have been determined. Just now 
each party is afraid of the other, Whenever 
a proposition which might even remotely af- 
foct the domestic tariff is under considera, 
tiou in the House they fear to bring for- 
ward such a relation as was considered by 
Professor Smith and Erastus Wiman yes- 
terday, because it might be made the text 
ofa general tariff debate, and there are ele- 
ments at work in the Democratic party 
which do not desire to have a tariff debate, 
The politicians on both sides are full 
occupied wlth. the various. plans which 
are under consideration relating to the 
presidential contest, and not until after 
this great contest shall have been concluded 
and the people of the United States shall 
have selected the administration by which 
they willbe governed during tho period 
commencing with March 4, 1893, will it be 
possible to determine what the attitude of 
the United States is to pe toward the com- 
mercial relations with Canada.

The Chronicle appears with a mourning 
border, It compares theydead pastor to 
Martin Luther, 

The Telegraph characterizes him as a 
‘great, fearless and faithful minister.” It 
adds. ‘‘Albeit of homely genius and clo- 
quence, all agree that he leaves a void that 
will be filled with difficulty.” 


Charles Haddon Spurgeon was born at 
Kelvedon, Essex, June 19, 1834. His father 
and grandfathers were ‘proaghers' in the 
Independent denomination, At the age of 
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16 he became an usher at Nowmarket and 
subsequently at Cambridge. Not long aftor 
going to Cambridge be connected himself 
with a Iny proachers’ association thore, and 
before be was 18 became pastor of a small 
Baptist congregation at Waterbeach. 
In 1853 he was called to tho Now 
Park-street Baptist Chapel in Southwark, 
London, to which his preaching attracted 
such crowds that the congregation re- 
moved first to Exeter Hall and then to 
Surrey Music Hall, In 18610 new cbapel 
capable of seating between 6000 and. 6000 
was completed fer bis congregation in New- 
ington Butts. Mr, Spurgeon bas received 
more than 43,000 persons into bis church, 
end has erected 47 chapels in London, sup- 
pie with ministers trained ina college of 
is own founding. He has published numer- 
ous works.

‘Lo Restore Serfdom. 


Paris, Feb, 1.---According to advices 
from St. Petersburg the Czar intends to 
initiate measures for the restoration of 
scrfdom among the peasants. It is pro- 
posed to allocate to the peasants vast tracts 
of land under conditions similar to those of 
werf tenure. One-third of harvest is to be 
stored in tho communal magazines for the 
support of the peasants; one-third is to be 
sold by the Government for the payment of 
local debts to state, and one-third is to be 
retained for paymont of Government taxes. 
The peasants will not be allowed to move 
from theif communes, but will be bound to 
the soi] and will be obliged to fulfil their 
contracts with the state.

Tho Queen's Influence, 

Sho understands the English people aud 
how to stir their emotions, Her regard for 
family ties gives her more real power over 
the nation than any considerations of state. 
The same thing made George LL. popular, 
To tho last, in spite of allthe mistakes he 
inary’ Renaveraboked thet dotanstio, pros 
prieties, The public liked to hear of his 
sitting with the Queen reading to her while 
sho worked or played on the harpsichord 
or mixed freely with visitors on the 
terrace at Windsor Castle. There he waa, 
plain old ‘Farmer George,” living chiefl 
on vegetables, and sometimes dining with 
the children in the middlo of the day, and 
almost or quite losing his reason when any 
of them died or acted badly, 

In the samo way people now like the 
Queen, because in all domestic matters she 
is one of themselves. She may be said to 
have re-established tho dynasty, which was 
severely shaken by George IVs, and not 
strengthened by his successor, 

The Prince of Wa 

The Prince of Wales, too, has a firmer 
hold upon the country than ever before. 
People feel for him in his great sorrow, and 
havo marked his devotion to his wife and 
children, If there wero any harsh feelings 
before on account of the unfor- 
tunate baccarat caso and other inci 








dents, all is forgotten now. They were at 
worst but venial faults compared with those 
of George IV. The Prince of Wales’ afflic- 
tion has softened all hard thoughts and he 
stands second to his mother only in the re- 
spect and affection of tho nation. 

Prince George's Future. 


No doubt this seems a very inappropriate 
moment to talk of the marriage of the ro; 
maining son and heir presumptive to the 
Crown, but the circamstances are such as 
to make the subject one of gréat importance 
to the country. To speak frankly, the 
prospect of the succession of one of the 
children of the Duke of Fife gives anything 
but satisfaction. 

To the people it may not be of much 
moment but the aristocracy is horrified at 
the thought of a comparatively new man 
being placed over them all as Prince Con- 
sort, or, failing that, of his children becom- 
ing kings and queens of England. 

His Pedigroo. 

Of course the peerage books, with pedi- 
grees made to order, trace the Duke of Fife 
to Macduff, but he comes of a junior stock 
altogether, and Macduff has little to do 
with the descent, as the Duke of Fife.on his 
mother’s side comes from one of thé daugh- 
ters of the famous actress, Mra. orden, by 
William IV. 

Sait some old-fashioned prejudice 
may still be felt on that score, but the 
general idea is that it is not good for a sub- 
ject to be so near the succession to the 
throne and that some very awkward com: 
plications and difficulties might arise out of 
it, 

These contingencies were never seriously 
regarded until the death of the Prince of 
Wales’ elder son. Now they are, andthe 
conviction spreada that it will not do to 
allow matters to remain too long in the 
present state. That is the reason for the 
popular wish that Prince George should 
marry 48 soon as possible after the period 
of mourning is over. Where the throne is

The Queen's Excellent Health, 

The Queen is in excellent health and will 
only be 73 next May. She has a fine con- 
stitution and lives under the healthiest of 
conditions, Hard work and a great deal 
of outdoor exercise suit her perfectly. She 
takes long drives every day in an opon 
carriage. 

Mr. Gladstone is an equally firm believer 
in the virtues of fresh air and constant oo- 
cupation, and here he is junketing around 
at 82. 

George IIL. reigned 60 years, and lived 
till he was 82. There is no physical reason 
why the Queen should not equal the re- 
cord, though under much happier oircum- 
stances. 

The Prince of Wales also is strong and 
hearty, though he has been terribly shaken 
by his recent bereavement. And then there 
is Prince George, upon whom all the rest 


turns, To ee him fortunately married is 
now tho desire of the nation.

The flag was seized from its stalwart 
bearer and torn into shreds, Caps were 
snatched from Salvationists’ heads and toss- 
ed inthe airor kicked into the roadway 
amid execrations. Some frail-looking lasses 
who swooned from pain and fright were 
nearly trampled upon. 

The scene of violence was continued till 
the Army retreated into the Citadel, and 
even then the mob was loth to disperse, and 
still came into collision with the police, 

Several of the Salvationists were badly 
injured, and the uniforms of all were 
spoiled, 


Ran on the Rocks. 

Loxpoy, Feb, 2,—The steamer Eider, 
New York for Bremen, went ashore on the 
Atterfield rocks, Isle of Wight, yesterday. 

In the afternoon, howeyer, the Eider’s 
engines were started and an attompt was 
made to get afloat with her own power, 
There is now no prospect of floating the 
Kider until the next high tide, however. 
It is believed there is not the slightest dan- 

er of loss of life. Every precaution has 
Peer taken to land all the passengers aafely 
should occasion arise, 

A despatch at 10 p.m. says all the pan- 
pengers and the rest of the mails have been 
safely landed. The crew remain aboard 
preparing for the attempt to tow the 
steamer off. The attempt will be made at 
l o'clock in the morning. The last boat- 
load of passengers was landed amid the re 
joicing of a large crowd on the beach The 
rescuing crews received an ovation. The 
specie remains aboard the ship. The 
captain thinks the vessel will come to no 
harm during the night, The weather is 
finer than during the day, the night being 
clear and starlight,

Mr. Barrows’ statement that if tree trade 
between Canada and the United States 
comes, the Brockville carrlége company 
will be prepared for it, was self-reliant aud 
shows a spirit that never fails to achleve 
success, His view of free trade is that if 
the monafactureré of tho United States 
capture castomers among our five millions 
of popula'ion, the manufacturers of Oanada 
ought to be more than able to make up for 
it ia the market of 65,000,000 which would 
thus be thrown open to them,—Brantford 
Fnpositor. 

What a perfectly fearless man Mr, Bur- 
rows must be! But there is a vory good rea- 
son why this nervy gentleman should not be 
afraid of unrestrioted reciprocity. **Mr, G.

Dr. Mackenzio was also tho author of 
“Monographs on Diphtheria and Hay 
Fever,” and of an article on “Specialism in 
Modicine,” which appeared in ‘I'bo Fort- 
nightly Review in 1885, and which excited 
considerable attention, 

Dr, Mackenzie wasin attendance on Fred- 
erick IU, German Emperor during the lat- 
tor’s Inst illnuss and was knighted in 1887.

Plimsoll and the Cattle Trade, 

Mr,Samuel Plimsoll is giving some sensa- 
tional evidence before the labor commission 
in connection with the cattle trade. It is 
arousing a strong tide of public opinion 
against the practice of deck loading, and in 
regard to the bad food alleged to, fe furn- 
ishod to the cattlemen, In reference to in- 
land navigation, Mr. Plimsoll related some 
terrible hardships suffered by the crews of 
Canadian wood boat ‘schooners, which he 
anid were on the authority of some Toronto 
ahip “owners. Tho feeling here is that 
while the Canadians must logislate for them- 
selves, whon their vessela come to Great 
Britian they must conform to the British 
laws, 

Mr, Plimsoll strongly abused the quarters 
and tho feed of the seamen on boar 
of the secondary or ‘‘tramp” steamers, He 
domands more efficient inspection. Mr. 
Plimsoll says to-day that he hopes the 
agitation will result in the prohibition of 
the deck loading and that no timber Inden 
vessels will be allowed to leave « port till 
the captain receives an official certificate 
that he carries no deck carge. 

Mr, Plimsoll got very excited when he 
was asked how he would deal with Can- 
ada’s insisténce on the practice of deck 
loading, and declared that, so far as British 
ports. were concerned, the Canadian ships 
would havo to observe tho British law. 

Sir M. Hicks-Boeach and other prominent 
men, as well as somé of tho Ministers, are 
following the agitation carefully, It is 
generally agreed that, despite Mr. Plim- 
soll’s too evident exaggerations, there is a 
need of re eee regarding the cases in 
point both here and in Canada.

His attitude scemsa 
now to be better understood, aud his ser- 
vices in protecting many prominent inem- 
bers of the congressional: party from the 
Vengeance of the late dictator, and in 
granting an asylun to the refugees who 
sought the American Legation after the 
downfall of Balmaceday arernow. genorally 
recognized» as having been poth humane 
and proper. For the past 12. montha 
Minister, Egan’s house has been. filled with 
refugees. Daring Balmaceda’x dictatorabip 
he shielded many of the Jeaders of the,Con- 
gressional party, and, after tho fall, of 





alparaiso, many of. those whose «lesire 
for vengeance he had thwarted sought ‘his 
protection from those who had formerly 
asked his aid. All the time during the 

it year from 20 to 30 refugeesropresent 
ingione or the otherifaction of this country, 
haye been quartered in the American lega- 
tion. They bave been entertained aud fed 
entirely at the expense of Minister Egan, 
He refused to accepta penny from those 
who sought his protection, whether they 
were congressionaliats or Balihavedists.

Th © long expected 
manifesto by Mr, Gladstone to his ad- 
herents will appear on Friday next in he 
Star, The docament makes a leaded 
column of The Star 

Summed up briefly, the manifesto may be 
said to be arehash of parts of the dis 
tinguished statesman's former speeches 
upon various subjects of interest to the 
yoters of Groat Britain and Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone dogs not advocate any par 
ticular policy, but stmply makes some good 
points upon which to hang the elements of 
tho Liberal policy 

He deals particularly with the history 
and conditions of rural population 
from the time of the ere opp: 
ression down to the present time. 
He considers that the conditions of the 
ogricultural classes have slowly improved, 
but, he adds, the improvement is not yet 
sufficient and additional logislation for the 
agricultural population ani tha pisesietol 
further measures to enable them to acquire 
land are needed. 

Public Meetings of the People, 

During the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Gladstone refers to the distressing incidents 
which happened at Manchester in 1819, 
when 100,000 workmen he a 
form meeting and while so doing wero 
charged upon by cavalry, who rode the de- 
fencoless people down beneath] thoir horsos’ 
hoofs, killing 11 of thom and wounding 
600. 

The veteran statesman contrasts that 
event with the present rights of the people 
tohold public meetings, which right he 
insists ought not to be hampered in the 
slightest by unnecessary loval regulations 
or other restrictions. 


Trades Unionlam, 


Mr, Gladstone then deals with the ques- 
tion of the repeal of the combination laws 
and tho effects they have had upon the im- 
monee growth of trade unionism, which, he 
explains, has been a great benetit to labor- 
ors of all kinds and conditions. 

The liberation of the press according to 
Mr. Gladstone is duvet the greatest Lib- 
eral measures of the century, and bas, in his 
opinion, been productive of an immense 
amount of good. 

In former years, within the recollection 
of many, Mr, Gladatono also says, tho 
highest wages an agricultural laborer re- 
ceived in England was nine shillings ($2.25) 
per week; while now the same claas of work- 
men ayerage 15 shillings ($3.75) per .week, 
and there are but fow casea where agrioul- 
tnral laborers are only able to earn 9 shill- 
ings per week. In Oxfordshire Mr. Glad- 
ntone thinks some rural laborers may only 
be able to carn the latter amount, but 
these are exceptions to the general rule, 

Referring to the commissary law, scttle 
ment by which a pauper is returned to the 
parish where ho was born, Mr. Gladstone 
says that he believes that it would be bet 
tor to make them chargeable to the poor- 
house in the district in which they resi 
athe present poor laws mre: not sufficiently” 
broad to cope with the amount of pauper- 
ism existing. The present land laws and 
the large holdings made possible by thera 
are tho cause of much of the pauperism re- 
ferred to. 


The Landlord, the Preacher and the Far- 
mer, 

In other portions of his manifesto Mr. 
Gladstone prays that the rural workers 
may be delivered from the landlord, the 
clergyman and the farmer, who, he says, 
are holding themaelyes aloof from the 
laborers and setting themselves upon a high 
plane, where they are unknown and do not 
care for the laborers. The Liberals, by the 
county franchise, gave the agricultural 
laborers the greatest boon possible at the 
hands of a political party, and experience 
showed that the Liberals were justified in 
adopting this course. 


Weaded to Parish Councils, 


In conclusion Mr. Gladstone reviews 
the work done and the resolutions pre 
sented by the recent meeting in London of 
the Liberal delegates from the agricultural 
districts just previous to his departure for 
the Continent, and he again advocates the 
establishment of parish councils as being an 
indispensable complement to local govern 
ment and advises, vaguely, that various 
economic remedies should be adopted which 
would bring social salvation to the tillers of 
the soil 

Tho formation of reading clubs for agri- 
cultural and other laborers is of the sugges- 
tions made by Mr. Gladstone with the view 
of improving their social and moral con- 
dition.

Ghosts and Haunted Houses, 
For the Intellige cer. 


The house in which we lived at tho farm 
seven miles back of Brockviilo as the road 
then ran, bat only five and one half miles 
by the gravel road. This house, after my 
fathor moved to Brockville ia 1818, was 
occupted by a fam'ly who worked it. This 
house became haunted, ond a ghost was 
often seo by some members of the family, 
the nightly noise being unbearable. They 
moved out to another house a few rods 
away, aod the ghost and haunted housa be- 
came the talk of the country people far and 
near. One ovening my father sent me out 
to kill a sheep at the farm, in order to have 
fresh meat, there being no butcher stalls in 
town, 

Ono oventog, I persusded the youngest 
son to go atid wleep st the haunted house, 
there being a bed lefs in the coom whore | 
soared the people w.ch the pum: kin, men 
tioved ina former Jetter. 1 went with the 
son; wo took no light; after belog in bed 
& shers time, 4 nolse began Jike the tramp 
log of many feet, ia two bedrooms eltuated 
atthe back part of the large room. I got 
up and went to one of the doors aud opened 
it; the noise ceased. I wend to the other 
bedroom, all was quiet thore, I left both 
doors open and went back to bed, Just as 
1 was going to sleep the nolse commenced 
again. I got ap, went quietly tothe bed+ 
room door and up to a window, when look 
tog out Lasw several ghosts dressed in white 
who, on sering mo, ran away. [ git Loo 
up, aod we wovt ut and drove the sheep 
into tho bara yard aud shut them la—went 
back and had a good night's rest—got up 
early, killed one of the ** ghoste,” dressed, 
quartered it and put in two bigs across the 
asddle, and with a basket of eggs, rede to 
towo,and had suwe of the matton for breok- 
fast. So much for that chest story. The 
poople moved back into this haunted house, 

There was about 5 miles below the town 
a large two-story feamo house, with storm 
cellara underneath, uzol fora tavern dur 
log the war of 1818 aud ‘16, There were 
no refined names of hotel and saloons in 
those days, but simply favern, There wos 
a foul murder committed in this house, and 
the femily moved away and soon this house 
became haunted, and often a ghost was 
seen crrrying a light through the rooms. 
This was not only seen by thoge living In 
a'ght but by persona passing to and fro. A 
pretty general belief was that the murdered 
man was tho ghost, and people were afraid 
to go to the house, and one evening in the 
summer of 1820 I was returning to Prescott 
from Brockville on foot. It was a bright 
moonlight night, so 1 concluded | would 
try and ficd out the ghost. I left the road 
and went to the cellar dvor, opened it and 
explored that part, tho upstairs acd on 
through every room In the house, but saw 
no ghost ; yet I saw enough to convince me 
that it was at times used by someone, I 
left aud went home ; told what I had done 
and seen. A watch was set by the customs 
ofticers and in a short time the ghoats were 
caught smuggling ia goods from the States, 
and so ended this ghost story. Shortly 
alter a man by the name of Mandige moved 
in with his wife and two daughters and 
lived there for years. I think the house 
caught fire and was burned Gown, 

One more ghos) and a haunted black- 
smith shop aout one and one half miles 
from Brookville and 1 will finish for the 
present, Mr. Elkanah Billings lived one 
and one-half miles out on the main road, 
leading to the back country, There was a 
blacksmith shop in rear of his house and a 
plece of woods on the left hand side at the 
torn of the road. There was o path leading 
past the house and shop and a field to an- 
other piece of woods, which was travelled 
by people on foot, as it saved half a mile 
in golng to Brookville. Noises were often 
heard In the shop, but mpon opening the 
door they ceased, no one being in and no

haunted. In tho spring 
of 1819 the remaiaos of a man was found nod 
far from the road and louse, the skull 
broken In, This caused an enquiry, when 
fb was found that it must have been that of 
® pedlar who was seen last at a house on 
the next farm late in the fall, but no other 
trace of hls pack could be found. The 
coroner's jary gave a verdict of wilfal 
murder, and the remains were buried. At 
once the nolse at the shop was accounted 
for, and the man’s ghost was often seen 
there. 

To crosalng that way one day, | heard a 
nolee in the shop; but on opening the door 
the nolse ceased, and nothing was to be seen 
but the shop tools—no fire In the forge ; on 
getting home, F reported to my father and 
to others, Several men went with me, snd 
wo managed to sepayate and come on all 
ides of the house and shop, bub po nolse 
was heard, On ontering the shop, search 
wos made ; a trap-door was found, and be- 
low it a room, which at onco oxplained the 
myotery—all the appliances of a emall shop 
and tools, as also plates and dyes, chemticals 
&»., for coloing bogus silver, as 
notes in blank, to be 
American banks ; these werg ql! taken out

After a number of months Quick was found 
and both himself and Macmahon stood their 
trial. Quick was acquitted and Macmahon 
anntenced to death, the sentence afterwards 
being commuted to imprisonment for life 
Proof was, however, atterwards brought to 
show that Dull, who cannot be found, was 
the actual murderer of Holton and that the 
others were only his companions on the 
ovoasion, 

Now the friends of Macmahon, more es. 
pecially the Orangemen, to which Order he 
belonged, have taken the matter up and on 
the plea that purely circamstantial evidence 
of the most untrustworthy character was 
produced and very grave doubts being 
entertained ax to his guilt, urge the 
Governor-Genoral to pardon him altogether,

That doty is dos- 
erlbed by them a» prsc‘ically prohibitive, 
and certalnly it has caused a vory large de» 
crease In the importation of Oanadian bar- 
loy, so marh so that the commercial Inter- 
oats of Buffalo and Oswego h.vo resolved 
to impress on Oongross tho desirability of 
restoring tho old ra'e of du’y, nob for the 
bonefit of the Oanadian farmor, but for the

The Shire Horne Association of Canada

We havo now vnly space for these other 
significant figures in regard to the ‘‘natlon 
al market” question, though many more 
might be produced. The total export trade 
in 1890 of live stock, meats, grains, vege 
tablos, secds and euch like agricultural pro 
ducts from Oanada to Great Bii:ain 
amounted to $21,060,812. Daring the 
same year our export to the States of the 
same class of artizies amounted to $12,772,- 
588, or but little over half as much. 

This figures, be it rembered, are for the 
year ending Jaly Ist, 1890, or bafore the 
McKinley tariff cxme {nto force, and at a 
time when our duties amounted to about 
the same ss the American, Surely {t ts as 
well to consider this question tn all its 
phases before the people decide to offer to 
give up everything for a very questlonable 
advantage.— Kingston News,

and during the last year, 375 members were 
expelled for this cause, This is only one 
illustration of the way in which practical 
business considerations are operating to 
Fromote the spread of temperance. It is 
porely a matter of business with tho rall- 
wey companies, Thoy simply cannot afford 
to employ a man who ts lisble any day to 
get drunk and precipitate some terrible dis- 
aster. In like manner, other ‘employers 
find,that {t pays them mach. better to hire 
a man who is not in the habit of drinking 
thanone who may be intoxicated when his 
services are most necded, and between two 
applicants they give the preference to the 
one upon whom they can depend. — Kypress 
Gazette.

Were the Last We 
Elvaine Before His Electrooution, 


_Sixa Sino, N.Y., Fes 9.—Charles Mo- 
Elvaino was olectrocuted at 11.26 yes 
terday, Jost as the first current Was 
about to be applied, McElyaine shouted 
“Lot her got” At that moment the current 
was turned onand all the sound ceased. 

There was a quick convulsive jump of the 
subject following the application, of the 
current. A livid shadow crept into the 
hollows ofthe dying man’sfaceat the sides of 
the nose, the lips became purple, the wrists 
were ashen first and then welts of purple 
color showed around the edges of the atraps. 
Meanwhile the current, ulteranting 230 
times each second, was beating at the nerve 
cells and exhausting the oxygen from the 
blood corpuscles. ‘There was no movement 
in any part of the entire frame. 

“Close!” commanded Dr. McDonald, and 
the small lover at the switchboard was 
pushed back to its place and the current 
was cut off The hour was 11.12 49 am. 
The power of 1600 volts of clectriomotive 
force had been busy 49 seconds with the 
life centres of the silent, motionless figure. 

Not Dead at the First Contact. 

Dr. Ward reached down into the cell on 
the right side of the chair and was feelin 
for pulse beats, when from the livid lips o! 
the subject there showed an exudation of 
mucus and almost at the same instant there 
came from thethroat a broken oxhalation of 
air from the langs, which had thus expelled 
the last inhalation of air taken in atthe last 
moment as the condemned man nerved him- 
welf for the death stroke. 

Then came a shorter gasp, which was cut 
short ‘in a gurgle ty the reapplica- 
tion of the current, which at the mo- 
ment was flowing at 1500 volts and 
10 amperes. Quickly there came to the 
ears of those nearest the chair the sound of 
® gentle hiss—steam simultancously curled 
up from the electrode on the calf of the 
bared leg. There was no smell of burat 
surface, though afew minutes later and 
after all was over there hung in the air a 
suggestion of smoke from burning flesh, 
Re bly the result of blistering under the 

eatod water in the electrode. 

Stop!” again ordered Dr. McDonald 
and the little lever again cut off the cur- 
rent from the subject. 

Dr. Wood again advanced and tested the 
wrists for possible pulse beats. There wero 
aone, showing beyond doubt that the man 
was dead. There came no more tremor of 
action anywhere, and when the mask on 
the purple face was loosened the neck re- 
faxed and the entire frame savk down a 
senseless substance. 


The Body Burned. 

When the body was laid upon a table for 
the autopsy it was observed that thero 
were slight blisters from the heated water 
in the electrode at the temples; the hands, 
which had remained completely immersed, 
were in a degree disfigured on the surtace, 
but the wrists had each a slight blistered 
ting about them where they had been wet 
upon immersion, but had been withdrawn 
at the convulsion attending the first con- 
tact. Atthe calf of the leg, where the 
second contact had been made instead of at 
the hands, there had been  some- 
thing more than blistering, the rigid 
tightening of the muscles having pressed 
the sponge dry and heat resulting to singe 
the surface, The first poriod of contact 
was 50 seconds; period of socond contact, 
86 seconds, 

The autopsy demonstrated that McEl- 
vainc was thoroughly sane, the substance 
and tho tiesuoa of the brain being entirely 
normal. 

Immediately after the execution Dr. 
McDonald said that the experiment demon- 
itrated that contacts with the leg and the 
forehead are the best.

MRS. OSBORNE'S JOURNEY. 


rdinary Devotion— 
Spanish Peasants In Sympathy, 


Loypon, Feb. 10,—Dwarf, a society paper, 
prints an interview with Captain Osborne 
on tho pearl case, and gives the movements 
of Mra, Osborne after the celebrated case 
came to an untimely end. 

According to thia story Captain Osborne 
soon discovered the terrible dentdersedt to 
his wife's case, At the conference held by 
counsel on the following Saturday mornin| 
he directed the proceedings to be abandone 
onthe same night. Despite the vehement 
ontroaties of his wife that he should let ber 
stay and givo herself up to justice be al- 
most forcibly, knowing her precarious con- 
dition of health, rashed her across the 
Channel. 

They stayed in Paris three days and 
three nights, where they learned that a 
warrant had beon issued. Captain Osborne 
thereupon lost no time in taking his wife 
across the Pyrenecs. They settled down at 
a small place not far from Trun. 

Had the detectives been fortunate enough 
to trace them they would have met with 
some difficulty in their endeavor to capture 
their prey, for Captain Osborne and his 
wife wore blessed with staunch and powerful 
friends in the neighborhood of their haven 
of rest and any attempt to execute a war- 
rant in the lady’s deplorable state of health 
would have wn resisted by sturdy 
peasants to the number of over one thou- 
sand. 

When the return journey with his wife 
was undertaken Captain Osborne antici- 
pated that he would not be able to com: 
pets his painful task, as Mrs. Osborne 
broke down again in health on more than 
one occasion, and a premature acconche- 
ment, which he feared from the first, ap- 
peared imminent. 

Mrs. Osborne is now in Holloway Jail. 
The child is expected in May, and if she is 
sentenced and committed for perjury it will 
probably be born in prison.

appreciation for the dear young Prince, whom 
they havo lost by this great calamity. 

My relations with other powers continue 
friendly. I bave Jost in the Viceroy of 
Egypt a loyal ally whoso wise government 
bad, in the space of a few years, largely con- 
tributed to restore prosperity aud peaca to 
his country, Ihave entire confidence that 
the same sagacious policy will be followed by 
his son, who has boon named his successor in 
accordance with previous firmans by His 
Imperial Majesty the Sultan, 

‘An agreoment bas been concluded with 
the United States defining the mode in 
which the dispute ax to the sea fisheries in 
tho Bobring Sea shall be referred to arbitra- 
tion. 

Zanzibar has been establishod as a freo 
port by the Sultan with my concurrence. I 
trust this measure will copduce both to the 
development of the Sultan’s dominion aud to 
the promotion of British commerce on the 
East African coast. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE House o¥ Commons, 
—The estimates for the public service of the 
ensuing year will be laid before you. ‘bey 
have been prepared with due regard to finan- 
cial economy 

My Lorps AND GeNTLEMEN,—Proposals 
will be laid before you for applying to Ire- 
land the general principles affecting local 
government which have already been adopt- 
ed in Great Britain. I trust it may be pos- 
sible to consider provisions as to English 
local government which, for want of time, 
it wax becessary to omit from the bill. 

Measures for increasing the number of 
small holdings of laud in agricultural 
districts in Great Britain will be submitted 
for approval. 

You will be asked to consider a bill for ex- 
tending the advantages of assisted © lucation 
to Ireland for other purposes connected with 
elementary education in that country, 

A scheme for modifying the existing 
system of procedure on private bills, so far 
agit affects Scotland aud Ireland, will be 
brought before you. 

A measure will be introduced for the im- 
provenient of legislative councils in India. 

A bill will be laid before you for relieving 
public elementary schools in England from 
the present pressure of local rates. 

Proposals for improving the discipline 
of the Established Church in regard to moral 
offences, for enabling accused persons to be 
examined on their trial, for revising tho 
existing agreements between the Govern- 
ment aod the Bank of England aud for 
amending the law with respect to the liability 
of employers for injuries incurred in their 
employment will also be commended to your 
attention.

The United States Consus office has Issu- 
ed extra census bullotins containing results 
of the Investigation of the real osta%e mort- 
gage Indebtedooss in Alabama, Konsas, Iill- 
nols, Jowa and Tennessee, During the ten 
years 1880 to 1889, the mortgage business 
transacted to incumber the resl eatate In 
those five States is represented by 1,974,050 
mortgages to secure a deb) of $2,000,60 

077 on 137,398,161 sores and 1,550,857 lots. 

An existing real estate mortgage debb of 
$906,669,526 has been found bearing {nter- 
est rates varying from an average State 
rate of 6 per cent. fo Tennessee to 8.64 
per cont. ia _Kaneas, and subject to an In- 
terest charge for one year amounting to 
$67,505,629. In the seventeon counties 
fo which the objscta of indobtedness were 
epcertalncd, from 34,81 to 91.82 por cent. 
of the debt was focurred to secure pur- 
chase money and to pay for Improvements 
unconnected with any other objects of in- 
debtedness, and from 69.62 per cont. to 
96 08 per cent. of the debb was Incurred to 
scoure purchase money, pay for Improve- 
meats, invest in business, and to bay vari- 
ous articles of personal property, when nob 
combined with other objects.

The debate then soon collapsed, Mr 
Lowther wished to withdraw his amend- 
ment, but the Liberals would not’ permit 
it and it was then negatived without 
division amid cheers and laughter.

The Arbitrators Named 

Tn the House of Commons this afternoon 
James Lowther, Parliamentary Secretary 
of the Foreign Office, said that Great 
Britain and the United States had agreed 
that France, Italy and Sweden should act 
as arbitrators of the Behring Sea dispute. 

Mr. Lowther addéd, however, that 
although France, Italy and Sweden had 
been agreed upon they had not as yet been 
asked to appoint the arbitrators.

chiefly to Great Britain. Toke the article 
of oggs, for instance, as to which Mr. 
Bowell atatod in a spooch at St. Oathorines 
a few daya ago, that durlog tho threo 
months ending September 30, 1890—just 
just before the McKioley ‘ariff began to 
squeeze—Canada’s export of eggs to Britain 
was 3,652 doxevs, valued at $388 ; to the 
States, 6,487,794 dozens, yalaod at $817,- 
008, In one year the position has entirely 
changed, because In tho three months ond- 
ing September 30, 1891, the export to 
Britain was 1,126,391 dozous, valued at 
$157,744, and to the States, 1,260,581 
dozons, valued at $41,240, Britain, thore- 
fore, is becoming gradually the market for 
our surplus eggs, as it is for nearly every 
product of the farm, locluding barley. 

Mr, Awrey tried to leave the impresston 
that tho United States {s the bost market 
for our farm products by suppressing the 
fact, stated In tho report from which ke 
quoted, that our export of such articles to 
the United States was $12,772,558, and to 
Groat Britain $21,060,812. The principal 
articles omitted by Mr, Ayrey from bis 
partial etatement of our exports of the pro- 
ducts of the farm were (we quote from the 
samo roturo which ho did):

The biggest ‘biscuit’ of rabber ever soon 
in North Amprioa fo on exhibition in a atore 
in Warron atrowt.

Around 
ita largest circumference {t measures 10 ft., 
belng composed of aucceasive Isyors that 
form @ practically solid. mass throughout. 
There is enough rubber in the lump to 
make 6,000,000 ‘election bands, ory if 
made Into a singlo string, there le envugh 
to makea line which would reach 160 
miles, 

Although tho biscuit is now perfectly 
black, it was puro white, like the jatoe of 
the milk weed, whén taken from thé tree. 
The native who mado the lamp fiet drove 
two crotched stakos iu the ground at a dis 
tonce of 10 feet apart, and in the crotchea 
he rested asmooth pole, Then he built a 
fico midway between the posts in such a 
position ag to concentrate tho heat at the 
contre of the crosapleco, The rabbor, in 
lta fluld consistency, wis poured on the 
hottest surface of the atringer, and on it felt 
the waim.b of the fice lo congealed. Py 
jtorbing the pole alewiy around the layer ut 
rubber took its presoutshape, which ts that 
ofw big, overgrown biscult. 

dy i, slow work turning the stick and con- 
gealing the rdbbir, aud » whole day iscon- 
‘sumed in maktng a single layer.

North Victoria, 
And the seat for Queen's, N.B., has 
been awarded by the court to the Consery- 
‘ative candidate. The Conservative gains 
thas foot up to 5, or 10 on a division, and 
the Gris gain is but 1 ona division, as 
Richelieu was ono of two seats held by Sir 
Hector Langevin—a net Conservative gain 
of 9 on a division, or 38 majority in the 
Commons up to date. 

‘That further galns will follow there can- 
not be sny doubt, as 19 seats held by Grits 
last yoar aro vacant and 9 protests against 
Grits are yet to be heard, whilst only 6 Con- 
sorvative seats aro vacant, and but 3 sup- 
porters of the Govornment have yet to face 
the courts. If, then, every Conservative 
seat vecant or that may be vacated by the 
courts were won by the Opposition, and if 
the Grits made no further losses, the Gov- 
ernment would still have a majority of 20 
{n Parliament. The probability {s, how- 
ever, that the Government majority at the 
coming session will not fall mach short of 
60, and may not unlikely exceed that num- 
ber.

the despondency and distress of whlch he 
#0 frequoutly speake, but which exist only 
in Sir Richard's fertile Imsgination, Dr, 
Montague quoted the suthor, who saya: 

‘* He Isa wise prophet who places the 
date of tho fulfilment of his prophecy at a 
time sufficlently distant that he may nob 
liye to see his own confusion ;” and so, he 
added, ‘He isa wiso preacher of despair 
who places tho situation, the locality of 
that despatr and of that roln ata distance 
svfictently great that the evidence may 
not be confronting him !n the audience, or 
{n tho newspapers of the scctlov, of the 
falsity of these statements which he makes,”

It is alao learned that large quanti- 
ties of split peas are being forwarded Tho 
Gananoqne Carriage Oo.’y are doing a very 
large business in thelr line, and conskler- 
able quartitles of general merchandise pach 
as ready-made clothing, boots and shoos, &<., 
are being sont to these Islands.

The American Farmer is Wide 
Awake, 

Tho Liberal trade policy ls based upon 
tho assumption that free trade with the 
United States would give the Oanadlan 
farmer a market for his prodace that would 
speedily make him rich. The Americans 
are pictured as eager to buy his wares, hay 
ing elther none themselves or a very laferlor 
article ; and he is taught that the removal 
of the tariff barrier would send the price of 
farm produce up to a charming figare 
This prospect may not fasclnate the 
mechanic, but the Liberals angle for him 
with other balts. All this reasoning is 

arrled on without reference to the Ameri 

can farmer, who ts neither # millifonaire, a 
fool nor an idler. “If the Ontarlo farmer 
would be enriched by his province com- 
merolally entering the Republic, why is it 
that the Michigan farmer is not a bloated 
capitalist ; and if the Qaebecer could then 
till the sotl so as to reap a crop of gold, how 
is it that farmlog fs not a paying industry 
{o Vermont and Massachusetts? The truth 
ia that the bonapzs farms of the Western 
States have out the prices in agricultural 
produce, and that were our farmers to enter 
freely into the American market, they 
would tind the competition thero exceed- 
logly keen. 

—The your ending June 30.h, 1860, was 
the last full pre-MoKinley year when there 
was no especial tariff against Canadian farm 
products. Then we tsxel each other's 
goods somewhat alike, and tho farmers will 
be interested to noto that in many thiogs 
they nob only did not capture the American 
market, but were unable to keep our own. 
Toke, for example, the grains, We sold 
the Americana $2,931 worth of corn, bub 
they sold us $1,657,612 worth. This isone 
of their staples, but It ls growa on soil very 
like ours. They sent us, too, $98,526 in 
oate, while we sent them only $8,527, In 
wheet and fl ur, the figares stood $38,644 
exported to the States and $762,721 im- 
ported from the States. It is true that 
much of thls Imporh was afterwards re- 
shipped to Great Britain, but that does not 
weaken the argamont that the American 
farmer came right through our tariff wall 
and sold fo our market. If we had a great 
bursting superabandsnce only waitiog a 
chance to flood the American market, it 
would offectualls keep the farmor who lives 
right in the midst of that market from car- 
rying his coals to Newcastle, 

Bat if the farmers have given up grow 
ing grains, leaving that to the prairies, 
both Oanadian and American, they have 
not given up making cheese and butter. 
Yot the figares show that we sold the 
Americans $6 426 worth of cheese and they 
sold us $22,597 worth ; wo marketed thelr 
batter to the value of $5,059 and they ro- 
torted by selllog under our noses batter 
totalling $62,212. We distanced them in 
cheese and boon will in butter In the ‘far 
distant’ market of Britain, but we are 
beaten hopeless!y not only in our ‘‘natural 
market" across the border, bub in our owa 
“restricted, over-loaded market’ at home, 
Osnadians think they can grow apples, bat 
the Americans sold us $250,000 worth of 
that uarivalled frult, while we sold them 
only about $150,000. They beat us, too, 
in beef, In pork, and in dried meats, In 
each case selling more to us than we sold 
to them. The balano> was io our favor in 
barley, fa horaes, in eggs, in lambs, and In 
poultry ; bub even In some of these articles 
wo bought largo quantitles from our 
neighbore. 

The farmer who imagines that the Amer- 
{can yeoman has gone out of business and 
that ho will fatten In a community where 
many of our manufacturers and merchants 
aro foarfal of failing, has more credality 
than sonee. 


An Interesting Case, 

Ladies’ big hats, worn at theatres, are 
ot last the basis ofa laweult, Henry Hil- 
bert, of Berwick, Pa., has jast brought 
such an action against the management of 
the Berwick opera house. Mr. Hilbert 
alleges that the manager received from him 
an admission fee upon the false and fraud- 
ulent pretext that the plaintiff should see 
the show, or at least the stage, An usher 
seated Mr. Hilbert directly behind Mi. 
Laura Gorton Grelsimer and Libbie 
Greisimer, her sistor. Each of these ladies 
wore a hat of twenty-one and one-half 
inches diameter across the brim. These 
combined brims measured forty-three 
inches across. Tho hats were alightly 'ilt- 
cd, in keeping with a prevalent scyle, to 
the back of thelr wearers’ heads, 60 as com 
pletely to shut out the complainant's view 
of the stage.

They Came in Pomp, 

AtS o'clock sbarp a gleam of color was 
seen at the western door aud Commander 
Law, Major Gray, Col. Hamilton, marched 
in followed by a simple dignified gentleman 
who was none other than Chief Justice 
Hagarty, the commissioner who was to act 
for the Licutenant-Governor. He took bis 
seat and at once pluvged in me 
dias res, or in other words started 
to explain that acting as tho deputy of the 
Lieutenant-Governor he would disclose to 
them the reasons for calling the House to- 
gether. He then read the Speech from the 
Throne, which follows, very much in the 
same way he would read a judgment on a 
point of law that needed but slight elucida- 
tion: 

The Queen's Speech. 

‘The lamented death a fow weeks ago of the 
Duke of Clarence and Avondale caused pro- 
found sorrow throughout the British Em- 
iro, On behalf of the people of Ontario the 

{eutenant-Governor communicated by cable 
their deep sympathy with Her Majesty and 
their Royal Highnesses the Prince aod Prin- 
cess of Wales in their great affliction. His 
Royal Highness was pleased to acknowledge 
the message very graciously, 

I am pleased to be able to congratulate you 
on the bountiful harvest of the past year, 

The demand for the publications of the 
Department of Agriculture and for the en- 
largement of the scope of the Bureau of In- 
dustries evinces a growing desire for fuller 
information with respect to all matters 
affecting the interests of the husbandman. 
‘Vhe large attendance at Farmers’ Institutes 
and at mooctings of other associations con- 
nected with agriculture, and the practical 
character of the work which is now bel, 
done, are further sigog of agricultural 
progress. The work of instruction carried 
on during the past year by the Dairymon’s 
Association, and by moansof the Traveling 
Dairy, was very satisfactory; the demands 
for the Traveling Dairy were for groater 
than could be met. 

Notwithstanding the decreased output of 
timber and saw logs last winter, the revenue 
from woods and forests for the year 1591 was 
jn excess of the estimate, The receipts on 
account of Crown lands sales were also 
larger than anticipated. 

Saving the Revenue Producer, 

Owing to the exceptional drought in the 
spring and early part of the summer of lagt 
year, forest fires were unusually numerous 





andoxtensive, By means of the system of 
fire ranging adopted some yoars ago, these 
fires werodn some instances entirely extin- 

uisbed av an early stage, aud in others con- 
fined to limited areas, ‘The prompt infor- 
mation conveyed to the Crown Lands De- 
partment through this service greatly faoili- 
tated the work of the department in dealing 
with the injured timber, and about one bub- 
dred million feet of pine in unlicensed terri- 
tory through which fires had passed were, 
during the latter part of the year, disposed 
of at good prices. 


‘A commission bas been appointed to report 
upon tho desirability of establishing a forest 


reservation and park in part of the PUnissins 
district south of tbe River Mattawa, an 
upon the methods and expense of maintain- 
ing aud mabaging the same, 

The depression of the mining industries of 
Great Britain and the United States from 
the failure of several large mining companies 
during the last year had an jojurious effect 
upou existing and projected enterprises in 
Ontario also. A steady demand bas, never- 
tholoss, been kept up for our mineral lands, 
the leasing provisions in tho Mining Act 
being regarded with special fayor, bill 
to consolidate and amend the mining laws 
will be Inid before you.

brute, Daniel iv, 28, ‘‘All this came upon 

the King Nebuchadnezzar,” 

Colonel Rawlinson, the oriental traveler, 
says that the exhumed bricks, not only of 
Babylen, but of a hundred towns in an 
area of one hundred miles in length and 
thirty in breadth, are inscribed with the 
name of Nebuchadnezzar, He was a great 
warrior, end at the glance of his sword na 
tions prostrated themselves, He was a 
great king and built a city reservoir ninety 
miles in circumference and one hundred 
and twenty feet deep, and constructed a 
hanging garden four hundred feet square 
anc venty-Hve feet high, some say to 
please Anmuhia, his wite, who had been 
born among the hills,and others say to get a 
pleasure ground free from mosquitoes which 
affilct the levels. 

I think, trom his character, the latter 
reason may have impelled him as much as 
the former, When he conquered King Zedo: 
kisah, 80 a8 to haye no more trouble with 
him, he put his eyes out—a most barbarous 
way of incapacitating an enemy. But 
Babylon was # great place, the houses sur- 
rounded by gardens and the housetops were 
connected With each other by bridges, and 
one day Nebuchadnezzar walked out on 
those suspension bridges and showed, per- 
haps to « royal visitor, the vastness of his 
realm as the sun kindles the domes with 
glistenings almost insufferable, and the 
great strects thunder up their pomp into 
the ear of the monarch, and armed towers 
stand around adorned with spoils of con: 
quered empires. 

Nebuchadnezzar waves his hand above 
the stapendons scene and exclaims, ‘Is not 
this great Babylon that I haye built for 
the house of the kingdom by the might of 
my power and for the honor of my maj: 
eaty ?” = In other words : “What a groat 
man Iam. Babylon was not/anything un 
til Tadorned it, See these water works, 
kee those gardens, see those forts, I did 
all this, 4 shall never be forgotten. Why 
my name is on every brick in all those 
walls. Just lookat me. Iam more thana 
man,” 

But in an instant all that splendor is 
gone from his vision, for a voice falls from 
the heavens, saying, ‘‘O King Nebuc 
nezzar, to theo it is spoken, the kingdom is 
departed from thee, and they shall drive 
thee from men and th dwelling shall be 
with the beasta of the field, they shall make 
thee to eat grass us oxen, and seven times 
shall pass over thee, until though know 
that the Most High ruleth in the kingdom 
of mon and giveth it to whomsoever he 
will.” One hour from the time he made 
the boast he is on his way to the fields a 
maniac, and rushing into the forests he be- 
comes as ono of the beasts and is after 
awhile covered with eagles’ feathers for 
protection from the cold, and hia nails grow 
to look like birds’ claws, in order that ho 
may dig the earth for roots and climb the 
trees for nuts.

MANITOBA LANDS 


Proftable Nature of the Sales of Publie 
Land Keoently Heli 


Orrawa, Feb, 15.—In all 15,028 acres 
were disposed of at auction during the 
recent series of sales of Government Innda 
in Manitoba, realizing the sum of $421,486, 
or an average price of $7.95 per acr This 
was, therofore, the iost profitable sale of 
school lands ever held in the province, as in 
the sale of 1888, when 20,000 acres were 
disposed of, the average price obtained was 
a little under $7 per acre, In many in- 
stances this year’s school lands brought as 
high as $10 per acre, while none were sold 
at less than the upset price of $5 per acre, 
which was fixed by the experts who valued 
tho lands before they were arlvertised for 
salo. ‘Tho highest ayorago was 89,32 por 
acre, realized by the Glenboro sale. In all 
cases the lands were sold to actual settlers 
for purposes of cultivation. 


GOVERNMENT TELEGRAPH. 


A Motion to This End Will Be Introduced

He re- 
ferred to the fact that the home market of 
to-day was $500,000,000, whereas the 
United States market to our farmers was 
bat $13,000,000. Mr, Johnson asked us to 
throw over our market of a vast amount for 
the market of the United States, which 
would allow thelr farming produce to com- 
pete with ours, In the item of corn he re- 
ferred to the fact bhat he brought in 7,000 
bushels, and also brought in from the U.8, 
1,400 tons of coal, on which articles he paid 
a duty of between $5,000 and $6,000. Re- 
olprocity would be to his advantage. Ho 
would not, howeyer, advocate free trade 
for his own Interests, as against the [Interest 
of the countryasa whole. He also showed 
the condition Oanada was in darlog tho 
year 1873 to 1878, when the Mackenzle

In hls opening re- 
narks, he stated that the Reform speakers 
had not duriog thelr addresses told how a 
rovenue would be raised if free trade should 
provall, The Conservative party had at- 
tempted to make a falr treaty wlth the 
United States, and Hon. George Brown 
and others had tried In vain to get a falr 
trade policy. England, whilst a free trade 
country, was In some respects as highly 
protected as any on tha face of the globe. 
She was protected by her great industries 
and vast wealth. Ih making the manofac- 
turer rich the farmer was also benefitted. 
Sir John Macdonald had inaugurated the 
National Policy and in his (the speaker's) 
opinion, it was a great benefio to the 
country. It bad built op our manufactures 
and {nso doing had helped the farming 
community. Inthe carriage business, in 
which the speaker js interested, he stated 
that carrisges could be manufactured and 
sold as cheap here as in the United States. 
Tho articles were also as good {if nob better. 
Oar best market waa not the United States 
but our home market, In farm produce 
the prices obtained here were as good as In 
the United States, with the exception 
of barley, which was a littlecheaper. Tho 
statement which had been made In refer- 
ence to Canadien cheese belng worth more 
in the United States than In England, was 
in his opinion misleading. He with others 
would Ike to see freer trade relations with 
the U. States, bat he would not be one who 
would get dowo upon his knees and bog 
from them. Hon, Mr. Mowat }n hip letter 
to Mr. Mackensle, upheld Oandda ; he was 
true to his country, and wes determined to 
stand by its right, This is the motto of 
the Conservative party, and that party alll 
make this country second to none on the 
face of the globo, We were as prosperous 
as we would be If woe were annexed to the 
U. States, which he hoped we never would 
bo. The farmers wore also as well off finan- 
clally. In conoluston, he urged those pros- 
ent to go forward and work until the even- 
ing ot the 20th, and East Hastlogs would 
be redeomed. 

A vote of thanks was then tendered the

SERVIA EXPELS A CORRESPONDENT. 


‘The Fall in Her Securities Attributed te 
Mis Telegrams to Berlin. 


Brxuty, Feb. 17.—The Voss Gazette pub 
lishesa despatch from Semla announcing 
that its correspondent at Belgrave was 
compelled to leave Servia to-day by order 
ofthe Servian Minister of the Interior 
The reason given for his expulsion i#that 
his telegrams to Berlin had caused a fall ip 
Serviah securities: 

The correspondent had transmitted the 
news that ‘the Servian Government was 
about to contract a new loan. In answer 
to the declaration of the Servian Govern- 
nent that this was pure invention, the cor- 
respondent replies: 

“The Skuptschina ats secret sitting au» 

thorized the Minister® of War to order 
eight field batteries of 36 heavy guns and 
160,000 rounds of ammunition, together 
With 126,000 rifles. Inasmuch as the loan 
of a million of francs, advanced by tho 
Handelsgesclichaft, bad been exhausted, 
more fands were required to pay for these 
armaments, but the Berlin financiers noti- 
fied the Sorvian Government that they 
would only be prepared to make further 
advances on condition that the orders for 
new arms and ammunition were given to 
German manufactories, 
@'The united influence of Russia and 
Krance was exerted to secure order for a 
French firm, and French financial houses 
offered to take 10,000,000 francs in Servian 
bonds if the order was given'to France. A 
contract to that effect was to have been 
Mgned on Monday, but a remonstrance 
against this stop reached Belgrave from an 
influential quarter in Berlin, .As farther 
showing the serious consequences of such o 
decision the representatives in Belgrave of 
anu important Berlin institution received the 
following telegram 

‘In “consequence, of the mischievous 
dealings of the Belgrave Government with 
French contractors the price of Servian 
rentes can no longer be kept up.’” 

The Gazette pays it is evident that tho 
Servian Government is alone to blame for 
the fall in its’ securities, which -it falsely 
attributes to the correspondent of the 
paper, who simply did his duty in sending 
the news complained of. 


No Further Crofter Settlement, 
Loxpox, Feb. 17.—The Crofter Coloni- 
zation Commission decided to make no 
further settloment in Canada this season 
from Scotland or Ireland.

steadily vibrating saws, rending, tearlog, 
cutting, grinding, mako mighty chant of 
labor, the choras of which, ia tho hoarts of 
tho tollors to-day, ts 
“Tho poor must work, work work, 

All the days of their life, 

At the price of the rich, rich, 

Or—starve |" 

From early youth this has been the bur 
den of the chant echolng like a dirge in the 
bosoms of these tollers, whose faces oro 
like bronze and whose muscles are like 
steel, To-day there is a fierce and sullen 
glare of discontent In their oyos, as they 
toil and glance often toward the slow-mov- 
{ng hands of the dial. 

There has boon a ‘strike ;' that is, o 
writhing of poorly pald Labor under the 
grinding heel of arrogant Capital. The 
*atriko’ has falled, and starved Labor, de- 
foated bat sullen, has come back to guaw 
on rook, that Oapltal may go on adorning 
his palaces, 

Therefore the eyes of these men glare 
moodily from their bronzed faces—feors 
masked with the dust of rock and the sweat 
of toil—as they bend and strike reluctant 
blows upon stono and marble, which to 
them {fs not so hard and cold as the heart 
of the millionalre Count who proudly calls 
this great yard bis. 

You may see his carriage in the distance, 
asitturns suddenly from the fashionable 
boulevard, aud rolls repldly towards this 
yard. We sba!l have a nearer view of hin 
protontly, for he is in it, lolling careless'y 
in his pride of enormous wealth, upon rich 
soft cveblops uf satins and velvot, coming 
to see how all goes on since the ‘atrike’ 
was starved back to slavo for him sgaln. 

There, at one side of the yard, works 
Stonlo, the Stonecatter. Hes a tall, ro- 
buat man, fn tho very primo cf young man 
hood, who jolned this fo ce for the first 
timo to-day, and who has glven no name 
to Don Dieg» Alva, the auporintendent, 
except this of which he scems proud— 
Stonio, the Stone cutter, 

Ho Is scarcely twenty five yeors old, erect 
asthe mast of a ahip, athlotic, ana fall- 
bearded. When he was onrolled os o 
workman this mornolng, his hair and beard 
were jot blackand gloary as ebon atain ;

Ho prosented himaolf to the superlatend 
ent this morclng to be enrolled, just as 
the latter had completed a list of the names 
of thoes who hed returned to work, and 
said : 

‘Lam a stone-cutter, and desire to work 
in this yard, sir.’ 

Diego Alva atthe moment was gazing at 
bis note book with a gleam of mallgoant 
trlamph In his pale green :ruel eyes, as ho 
recognized among his list of names thos 
of many whom he hated, and who had, 
when the unfortunate atrike began, onrsed 
him to his face, and made him tremble lest 
they might begin the strike by rending 
him to pleces, The owners of these names 
over which he now gloated had given them 
Jn most reluctantly, for they know that 
Diego Alva hated them, would remomber 
all they had ssid, and would be more of a 
tyrant than ever, 

Stonlo had stood aloof while the others 
wore giving in thelr names and affixing 
thom to the rales of the yard. Apparent- 
ly he knew no one In the yard, and no one 
knew him. Alva, busy and jubilant In 
rocognizing famillar names and faces, and 
in scattering with a biting, polnted ton,ue 
scoffs and sneers and taunts, had not be- 
stowed more than a pasalng glance upon 
tho tall stranger who leaned with folded 
arms agalost a groat block of marble, care- 
leasly awaiting bls tarn to be enrolled.

The Chilian President Has a Close Call— 
Likewilsh Gen, Canto 

New York, Feb. 18.—The Herald's Val- 
paraiso despatch says: Plots to kill Presi- 
dent Montt and Gen. Canto haye been dis- 
covered and thwarted.

THE IMPERIAL COMMONS. 


sexton Promises the Government a 
Lively Time. 

Laxpow, Feb. 18.—In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday tho bill introduced by Thos 
J. Condon, M.P. for East Tipperary, ex- 
tending the municipal franchise in Ireland 
so that municipal authorities in that coun- 
try will have powers similar to the same 
class of officials in England, passed its 
second reading. 

The Government 
measure, 

Mr, Sexton expressed regret for the cb- 
sence of W. L. Jackson, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, during the discussion of the first 
Irish bill of the session, and said Mr. Bal- 
four’s Irish Local Government bill would 
not be received without contest when it is 
introduced. He promised the Government 
& lively night. 

John P. Nolan (member for North Gal- 
way) moved the second reading of the bill 
to enlarge Irish laborers’ allotments and to 
empower local authorities to purchase land 
for tho erection of laborers’ houses, 

n making tho motion Mr, Nolan 
said the bill would enable the laborers to 
improve their position as they had done in 
the colonies and the United States. 

Mr. Balfour opposed the motion, He 
said the bill would take the money pro- 
vided by his own (Balfour's) Irish Land 
Purchase Act for the creation of small hold- 
ings in order to purchase cottages @ very 
little cheaper than they could otherwise be 
obtained.

‘They feared the 
new / syste would, result » in 
travagance, possibly. corruption. 
were afraidsthey, would. be plundered and 
Renresen bythe new bodies, Mr, Balfour 
did not think thord was any weight to these 
arguments which Would not stand'the brunt 
of hoatile ericivisiit

be foue ox-officlo members—tho lord-lieu- 
tenant of the couaty, the sheriff, a nomines 
of thé Brand jury and & nominee of the

The qualifications of voters for ‘county 
councilmen and baronial: councilmen would 
be identical; The persona entitled to vote 
for both sets of officers would be, the same 
ns those having the right to vote for mem- 
bers of Parliament, except that the former 
would _ include also. women and. peers. 
[Laughter.] 

Illiterate persons and persons who did 
not pay county taxes would have no vote. 


Regeneration Not Guaranteed. 


Mr, Balfour spoke for one hour and 40 
minutes, He said in conclusion that he did 
not pretend the bill would regenerate Ire- 
land, but he sincerely thought the Irish 
ratepayer had a right to claim the same 
measure as was granted to the ratepayer in 
England and Scotland. © He therefore re- 
commended the bill to the favorable atten- 
tion of the House. 

John Morley (Liberal) strongly objected 
to the bill and asked the Government to 
go to the country on the measure. 

John EB, Redmond (Parnellite) and Justin 
McCarthy opposed the bill. 

The Chronicle, in an article on Balfour's 
speech at the Conatitutional Club’s banquet 
last night, oppeals to Gladstone to give 
décisive utterance as to whether he intends 
to sustain Irish representation at Weat- 
minster as part of his Irish policy. If he 
does so this portion of the Irish program, 
in the opinion of The Chronicle, although 
it may result in a temporary revolt on the 
part of tho Irish members of Parliament, 
will practically unite his party, and take 
the sting out of the attacks of tho 
Unionists, 

Only a Rotten Reed, 


‘John Morley characterized the bill as 
“the rottenest reed the Irish minority had 
ever leant on for the retention of privi- 
leges.” He declared that the measuro was 
framed in absolute distrust of the Irish 
people. In fact on the assumption that 
they were “‘debased helota.”

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said that a 
bill mor insulting to the Irish he could 
not conceive of, It bore the stamp 
of Mr. Chamberlain, who was the'‘mother” 
of the bill, Sir William ridiculed the idea 
of ncounty counell of tried judges.

Balfour denied that tho bill was insulting 
to Ireland. The Opposition speeches, 
ho said, showed be insincerity of 
the ery for local government for Ireland. 
If, owing to obstruction the present bill 
should not be passed, local. government for 
Ireland would be indefinitely postponed. 
The only reason why tho Irish parties 
should obstruct tho bill was that it con- 
tained machinery to stop corruption and 
oppression The only inference was that 
they desired to make something out of the 
councils, 

At this the whole Ogposition joined in 
crying ‘Shame, shame!” while the Con- 
servatives cheered. 

Mr. Jonoph Chamberlain denied that he 
had assisted in the work, of framing the 
bill.

Premier De Freyoinet denied that the 
measure was intended as an act of perse- 
cution of the church or that: it need be re- 
garded as a precursor of the separation of 
cburch and state, He Warmly commended 
the conciliatory s«plrit of the Pope, 
who, he said, often gave evidence 
of sympathetic sentiments toward France, 

e continued, ‘‘We will doubtless 
be called upon some day to treat with the 
Vatican on the religious question. A portion 
of the clergy may possibly refuse to enter 
upon the path pointed out to them, but 
universal suffrage will judge between the 
two policies.” 

In conclusion M. DeFreycinet gave his 
assent to the demand for urgency, though 
he said that he would not give the measure 
the significance that M. Hubbard desired. 

An excited discussion ensued on M. Hub- 
bard’s motion, Finally M. De Freycinet 
again arose and demanded that an order of 
the day be moved indicating the views of 
the chamber on the subject. 

In accordance with Premier's demand M. 
Boisscrin moved that the Government be 
required to continue its republican policy. 

M. De Freycinet accepted the motion and 
intimated that he considered it a Cabinet 
question. 

The vote of the chamber bei: 
M.-Boisserin's motion was related 
to 202. 

The ministers recognizing their defeat 
immediately left the House in a body. 

The chamber then rejected the urgency 
motion by a vote of 286 to 246. 

The crisis which was completely unfor- 
seen when the Chamber met was brought 
about by a coalition of Radicals and mem 
bers of the Right. The division revealed a 
Radical strengtg of 191 votes, which will 
not suffice to constitute a government ma- 
jority. Hence it is agreed on all sides that 
tho formation of a now ministry will bea 
most difficult task,

{ndicator can be found In the Northern 
skies on every cloudless night, says the Me 
chanical News, An is generally known, the 
group of fixed stars called the ‘* dipper” 
makes an apparent revolution towards the 
North Star In every twenty four hours, with 
the two stars forming the outer elevation of 
the bow! of the dipper, potnting nearly di- 
rectly to the Polar Star continuously. 

If the position of the “pointers” is taken 
at avy given hoor, say 6 o'clock in the eyen- 
{og in winter tlme, acd as soon as {t Is dark 
{no the summer, the hour can thereafter be 
be pretty accurately measured by the eye 
during the night, 

Frequent observations of positions will 
have to be made at tho given hour, as, owing 
to the constant changing of the earth's pos! 
tlon in space, the poeitton of the “*pointers”’ 
in relation to our point of observation 
taken doring a year and impressed on the 
mind will make a very good time Indicator 
of that part of celestial spsce.

West lodies {s well illustrated by the ship- 
ments during the last six monthe from St. 
John and Halifex by the Oanadian vessels 
of the Pickford & Black line. In that time 
there have been sent, from Oanada 9,879 
barrels cf flour, 1,900 barrels of aplit peas, 
3,755 bogs of oats, and 637 packages of 
sach miecellaneous goods as clothing, ma- 
ohinery, dry goods, boots and shoes, printed 
matter, woodenware, stamped ware, etc. 
To get an idea of the comparative value of 
this trade it is necessary to note that ac 
cording to the trade returns of 1891—for 
twolve, not six months only—Canada only 
sent 399 barrols of flour to the Briv‘ah West 
Indies. Her export to Newfoundland, 
about which so much has been sald, was 
bab 99,000 barrels, Certainly the West 
Indian trade is looking up finely.—Ampire.

Christ on the mountains is a frequent 
study, Wo have seen Him on the Mount 
of Olives, Mount of Beatitudes, Mount 
Moriah, Mount Calvary, Mount of Ascen 
sion, und’ it is glorious to stady Him on 
these grand natural elevations, © But, how 
is iv that never’ before we have noticed 
Him on the plain? Aimid the rooks, high 
up on the mountain, Christ hud passed the 
night ; bat now, at early dawn, He is com 
ing down with somo especial friends, step 
ping from shelving to shelving, here and 
there a loosened stoue rolling down the 
stocp sides uhoad of Him, until He gots in 
a level piace, so that He can be approachéd 
without climbing from all sides, He is on 
the level. My text says: ‘He came down 
with them and stood in the plain.” 

Now, that is what the world wants to 
day more than anything else—a Christ on 
the level, easy to get at, no ascending, 
no descending, approachable from all sides 
—Chnst on the plain, The question 
among all consecrated people to day is 
what is the matter with the ministers ? 
Many of ‘them aro engaged in picking 
holes in the Bible and apologizing for 
this and apologizing for that. Ravan age 
when the whole tendency is to pay too 
little reverence to the Bible, they are 
fighting against Bibliolatry, or too much 
reverence to the Bible. They are building 
# fonce on the wrong side of the road; not 
on the side where the precipice is and off 
which multitudes are falling, but, on the 
upper side of tho road, so the people will 
not fall up-hill, of which there is no danger, 
Thore is no more danger of Bibliolatry, or 
too much reverence for the Scriptures, 
than there is that astrology will take the 
place of astronomy, or alcl.emy the place of 
chemistry, or the canal boat tle viace of 
the limited express rail-train. What a 
theological farce it is; mivistersefighting 
against toomuch reverence fortheScriptures; 
ministers making apology for the Scriptures; 
ministers pretending to be friends of the 
Bible, yet doing the Book more damage 
than all the blatant infidels on all the 
earth. Tho trouble is our theologians are 
up in the mountain ing fight above the 
clouds about, things which they do not un- 
derstand: Come down to the plain and 
stand beside Christ, who never preached a 
technicality.or a didacticism. What do 
you, O Wiso-Headed Ecclesiastic, know 
about the Decrees of God? Who cares a 
fig about your spblapsariinism or your 
supralapsarianism 7 

What @ spectacle we havosin our do- 
RoMNAbION»tomday ;-couynittiecs..trying to 

teh up an old’ creed made two or-threo 
Gndred years’ ago, so that jt vill ft on 
tho Nineteenth» Century. Why do not 
our military establishments take obt of 
tho garreta the coal scuttle sbonnets which 
your great, grandmothers ‘wore ‘and try 
to fit them on the head ot. the modern 
maiden? You cAnnot fix up a three hun- 
dred year old creed soas to fit our time. 
Princeton will sow on a little piece, and 
Union Seminary will sew on a little pi 
and “Alleghany Seminary and Danyille 
Seminary will sew on other pieces, and by 
the time the creed is done it will be as 
Yariegated as Joseph's coat of many colors, 
Think of having to change an oj creed to 
make it clear that all infants dying go to 
Heaven! Iam so glad that the committees 
are going to let ho babies in. Thank you! 
So many of them are already in that all the 
hills of Heaven look like a Sunday school 
anniversary, Now, what is the use of fix- 
ing up & creed which left any doubt on that 
subject. No man ever doubted that all 
infants dying go to Heaven unless he be a 
Herod or a Charles Giteau. I waa op- 
posed to overhauling the old creed at 
all, bat, now that it has been lifted 
up and its imporfections set up in the 
sight of the world, I say: Overboard with 
it and make a now creed.

Forsome time 
therofora the Grit Goveromend has been 
looking around for other sources of revenue, 
Firat the Provincial Ligoor License fees 
were Inorcased at the exponse of the mual- 
cipslities, then an attempt was made to se- 
cure ap annual revyenuo from minerals, but 
only with tho effect of frightening away 
capital from investment {nour mines, Now 
the Government socks to imitate the taxa- 
tion of the Imperlal Government, which to 
carry out its free trade policy, derives o 
very largs portion of i's revenues from 
stamps and direc) texor. 

In ths speech from the throne delivered 
on Thureday at the openicg of the Provin 
ols! Legislature, wo find an intimation of 
ths tntroduction of the entering wedge In 
this system of direct taxation. Theadmin- 
{s:rator 1s mado to eay ; 

“Amongst other bills which are In pro-

to provide for, in order to meet the railway 
certificates falling due wo issued annuities to 
the amount of $14,000 per annum. 

Tbe amount realized by thoir sale, as 
eppears by the schedule of receipts, was 
$250,000, that 1s to say, wo received $1,021.43 
for every $100 of annuity, Tho purchaser 
realizes on his investmont interest at the 
rateofa little less than 4 per cent. per 
anpum. 

We have, I am delighted to say, arrived 
at the time when our railway aid expendi- 
tures will rapidly become noticeably less 
This year our payment will bo $141,215 as 
against the payment Inst year of $252,179, or 
a saving of more than $110,000 in a single 
year, At the end of five years the payment 
will be again reduced by a large amount, 
while for the next five years there will be 
annual reductions most welcome to our rate- 


ar wo made payments in aid to 20 
railways; this year the list is reduced to l4. 
In 1898 there will be only vight, while in 
1004, only 19 years from uow, the solitary 
survivors of this long and honored list of 

rovincial pensions will be the Port Arthur, 

uluth & Western Railway aud the Parry 
Sound Colonization Railway. 

Further, these early obligations are, be it re- 
membered, as far as we are concerned, the 
post obits of tho first Parliament of Ontario, 
banded down by it for its successors to dis- 
charge. 

‘The last item of our receipts, to which 1 
will refer, namely $500,000, received from 
tho Dominion Gevernmont calls for some 
special remark, Our expenditure for the 
rear included, os I have said, some very 
large items, special and exceptional in their 

character. We paid, for example, $100,000 
to Toronto University, being part of the 
$160,000 unanimously voted to it by the 
House to assist in restoring the building, 
which was partially destroyed by fire. Wo 
also paid $47,115 to the municipalities on ac- 
countof the land improvement fucd and 
$32,750 to county houses of refuge. We 
loaned $63,000 to different municipalities on 
drainage debentures, 

Our receipts for the yenr from liquor li- 
conse fees amounted to $298,184. Our esti- 
mate was $300,000, The number of licenses 
‘sued during the last license year was 22 
Jess than that issued during the previous 
year, and in all probability there will be a 
somewhat greater reduction during the our- 
rent year. The province took to itself con- 
trol of liquor licenses in 1876. Since that 
date it bas received as ret revenue from li- 
conses $2,690,515, or $164,407 per year. It 
has paid ‘to ‘the municipalities during the 
same period $3,885,922, or $242,570 per year. 
‘The municipalities have therefore during the 
last 16 years received on an average $75,443 
more per year than the province trom this 
source, 

Mr. Clancy: But you took more from the 
municipalities, 

Hon. Mr. Harcourt: Iam speaking of the 
fact as it is found—of the record as I find it. 
Tho temperance people, I would say to m: 
friend, have time and agalu exp 
their belief that it would be better for all 
concerned if the municipalities got nothing 
from licenses. [Applause.) 

In answer to some press criticisms arisin, 
out of complaints medalby ai few mbnicipat? 
ities as to thelr share of the license foos, I 
Inst year pointed out that the municipal 
revenue from licenses bad during recent 
years been steadily increasing; also that 
their percentage of increase bad been more 
than double that of tho province. 

Without question, in our larger cities, 
licenses have become much more valuable to 
the boldars year by year, nnd it may be that 
the time has now come when we should con- 
sider the propriety of raising the fee and 
thereby increasing our revenue. 

If the liquor traffic is only oue-half as re. 
sponsible for the serious cost incident to the 
administration of justice os some allege it to 
be, then thess license duties which woare dis 
cussing might be measurably increased. 

I will now, sir, bri fly communt on the ox 
penditures of 1891. Tho Legislature yoted 
for the year's supply $3,622,427, Our ordin- 
ary exponditure under the Supply Bill was 
$3,425,731, so that of the money voted to us 
for tho year there remains unexpended 
$193,605. 

Wo havo, therefore, kept within the grants 
wherover possible, and have in no {ostance 
abvscd tho liberallty of the Legislature,

If we look about us a glance at the finances 
of the sister provincos will give us additional 
cause for thankfulness that wo bave persist- 
ently adhered to a policy of rigid economy, 
The Treasurer of more than one of these pro- 
vinces oach year lamonts bis inability to see 
a way of escape from the “gloomy grove of 
anoual deficits.” The large and copstantly- 
increasing debt of Quebec is, from an Ontario 
point of view, alarming, and All parties thero 
seom to take it for granted that sooner or 
lator tho Federal Goverument must come to 
tho rescue, _ Prince Edward Island bas drawn 
upon capital account and fs still bebind. Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick bave inourred 
Jarge debts, and they are once moro agitating 
for better terms. Nova Scotia urgently asks 
the Dominion to relieve of liabilities to the 
amount of million anda half of dollars New 
Brunswick, with a population of only 321,204, 
had at tho close of last year a bonded debt of 
#2,342,000.. And where, sir, we may well 
ask is this toend? With au ageregate popu- 
lation of ovly 840,905, or two-fifths that of 
Ontario alone, maintain separate —Logisin- 
tures, each of thom having a second cham- 
ber, and that because of this the adminis- 
trative work is trebled and the expenditures 
on education, administration of justice and 
public works is very much Jarger than would 
otherwire be necessary, Atthe samo time, 
wo may well, nay wo must insist, that any 
settlement of these difficultios, as concerns 
the future, Fdo tot speak of existing obliga- 
tions, whether by means of increased annual 
grants to each of the provinces, vaving strict 
regard to population, or otberwiso should 
be a comprebensive settlement arrived at 
after a careful study of the whole 
situation, altered as it is in so many 
regards since Confederation, that it 
should be an absolutely final settle- 
ment, made so by Imperial enactment, that 
not another dollor of the Federal Treasury 
thould thereafter be spent in ‘‘special 
grants” or “better terms,” aud that it should 

in all regards fair, we ask no more, to 
our own province. If we cannot get an ex- 
act measure of justice, we must accept that 
settlement which will most nearly approach 
to it, 

Every province save our own }as_pro- 
fited by this departure from safe aud 
sound principles, and each occasion of 
profit to thom means corresponding loss to 
us, 


What is wanted now is to get back to first 
principles, and firmly to take the position to 
which when Confederation was brought 
about all parties were pledged. Those 
who guided public opinion at that time 
stated confidently that in their scheme they 
had provided the necessary safeguards Has 
time fulfilled their promises? The difficul- 
ties then predicted, as well as others unfore- 
weep, bave confronted us, and the promised 
safeguards bave proved shadowy and unreal. 

Had the wise policy outlined at Confeder 
ation been rigidly adhered to the finances of 
the provinces and of the Domivion as well 
wen id now be in a far more satisfactory con- 
dition 


Our estimate for the year’s expenditure is 
$3,472,237, a decrease as compared wita last 
year’s’ estimated expenditure of about 
$20,000, It will be found to bea very liberal 
estimate. 


The most noticeable feature in the esti 
mated expenditure is that connected with 
the proposed addition to our asylum accom- 
modation, Woeintend to ask the House to

Great Britain Encounters Another Honvy 
Snow Storm 

Lonpon, Feb, 22.—Snow storms prevail- 
ed Saturday night throughout the United 
Kingdom. 

Tn London two inches of snow fell. 

Tn North Wales ten thousand quarrymen 
have been thrown out of work by the snow 
that has fallen to great depths in that part 
of the country. 

Alloutdoor work in the shipyards at 
Hartlepool has been atopped, rendering idle 
7000 men. 

Tho snow storm continues in Westmore- 
land and Graftic’on the Various railway lines 
is seriously impeded. 

Further despatches from) Ireland are to 
the. effect..that.thesnow.is atill falling 
heavily in.that country, and that in Cork 
and adjoining places the roads are covered 
to'a depth of oa feet, and in consequence 
traffic has been almost entirely suspentod. 
Tho despatches say that the roads in 
Listowell district, Kerry County, are also 
badly blocked by huge drifts. 


MANY SHIPS WRECKED. 


A Spanish Vessel Goes Down With All on 
Board, 


Loxpox, Feb. 22.—What is likely to 
peeve the gravest maritime disaster which 
has ocourred since the tempestuous weather 
of the past weck set in is reported fromthe 
Cornish couat 

A large vessel, whose" name is unknown, 
but which is. supposed to be « Spanish 
steamer, has been wrecked off Penzance 
and it is feared all hands who were aboard 
of her are lost, 

Already briof despatches telling of tragic 
and horrifying. scenes-which- attended the 
disaster bave been received 

Ivis learned that a boat colttaining six 
men which had set out from the vessel for 
shore was capsized almost inmnediately in 
the blinding gale. ‘The boat was next seen 
keel award! but none of her crew could be 
sven except two mei 

The first of these was clinging to the 
boat in despersgon. “He was sven to bo 
twice washed off, the second was swimming 
in an effort to reach safety, Efforts made 
by the coast guard to help the two men 
proved too late and ‘both were drowned. 

Two boats from the wreck and a quantity 
of wreckage haye come ashore, 

A Cork packet boat towed a Norwegian 
schooner to Queenstown to-day, The 
master of the schooner was drowned. The 
schooner Petrel has also been towed to 
Queenstown. She was found abandoned. 

The steamer Corea, from Cardiff for 
Genoa, has been sunk near St. Vincent.

Lonpon, Fob, 22.—Austin Bidwell, the 
famous American forger,who was sentenced 
to life imprisonment for forgery on tho 
Bank of England, has beon released from 
prison. 


The Germs Came in Rawhides. 

Loxpox, Feb, 22.—The official report of 
the Danish veterinarian on the recent oat- 
break in London of foot and mouth disease 
among the cattle said to'bo from Denmark 
concludes with the statement that it is uot 
possible that the contagion was contracted 
in Denmark or aboard ship, and that it is 
probable. that the cattle bec infect- 
ed in Islington market. The report 
confirms the View of the veterinarian 
attached to Amerivan Consulate in London 
that the germs of the disease were import- 
ed in raw hides from Germany and is in uc 
cordance with the fact that. animals have 
been attacked in England which nover came 
in contact with Danish beasts.

Thus a brandy drinker had two children, 
who used different kinds of spirits in mo- 
deration, but always became Intoxicated 
when they drank brandy. No other form 
of alcoholfo drink caused intoxication, but 
4 small quantity of brandy seemed to poleon 
them avonoe. A daughter of a wine drink- 
er could never taste wine without becoming 
Intoxlented. 

A clergyman of alcoholic parentage, who 

san abstainer, was given champagne as 
a medicine, and became greatly intoxicated. 
The taste of this wino roused an Intense 
craving and {nsano thirst, gratified only by 
stopor. Some {natances of Httle children 
who, when given certain kinds of epirita, 
bave become practically delirious, but were 
not so effected by other spirits, are {llustra- 
tlons of this fact. 

It seems clear that in quite a number of 
cases, there 1s inherited, elther from the 
Parents or grandparents, a diseased Impulse 
for certain forms of spirits which may be 
dormant until this form of spirits are used. 


Cheering News From Abroad. 

Of the new mayors in England thirty- 
seven are total abstalners. In Scotland 
abstainers have been chosen as proyosts in 
twonty towns. 

There are 10,000 Teetotalers in the rail- 
way service of Great Britain, and 12,000 
among the sailors in the naval service. 

Abatemporance meeting in Blenheim 
Hall, London, all the speakers were police- 
men, who were unanimous In asserting that 
they could perform tholr duties better with- 
out strong drink. It was stated that there 
are now between 2,000 and 3,000 total ab- 
stainers in the police force.

The car showed signs of a desperate 
struggle. Money packages and jewelry 
were lying scattered about. Every- 
thing in the car seemed stained 
with blood, and Messenger McInerney 
was lying bleeding from several wounds 
and almost unconscious. The robber was 
nowhere to be seen and was supposed to 
have jumped and made good his escape. 

McInerney wanted to be brought on 
to Rochester. A telegram for an 
ambulance was sent to Rochester and 
train went on to Lyons, the next stop, 
The news had spread all along the line by 
this time and the station at Lyons was 
alive. Among others in the crowd was a 
well-dressed young man wearing gold oye- 
glasses and carrying a satchel, ing by o 
strap over his shoulder. 

He Was the Robber 

Now, it sohappened that tie trainman 
had noticed this same young man at the 
station at Syracuse before the train pulled 
out and they had not seen him since, and 
the question of what he was doing at Lyons 
and how he got there at once suggested it 
self. 

An attempt was made to seize him, but 
he pulled out two revolvers, held the 
crowd back and backed across the yard 
until he reached a coal train. Tho engine 
had steam up ready to pull out for thewesthe 
pulled the pin holding thetender to the first 
car, climbed over the coal into the cab, 
drove the engincer and fireman out with 
his revolvers and started the engine up.

Panis, Feb. 23.—Charles Vaubourg, the 
porter of the house No, 27 Rue de Char. 
onve, iy the cellar of which the mutilated 
body 6fa fellow-porter named Boutry was 
found on Novy. 4 last, was to-day convicted 
of being Boutry’s murderer, and was  sent- 
enced to penal servitude for life. 

The Boutry murder was one of the most 
sensational affairs in the recent criminal 
annals of Paris. What was known as 
‘*the mystery of the headless corpso 
baffled the skill of the police for soveral 
months, 

Finally a web of circumstantial evidence 
was ingcniously woven around | Vaubourg, 
and during « private examination by M. 
Athalin, the magistrate whose acuteness 
had much to do with the unrayelling of the 
Eyraud-Goufle mystery, Vaubourg broke 
down and confessed the crime. 

Voubourg stated that he had invited his 
frieod Boutry to sleep with him; that dur- 
ing the night they had ata and that 
he bad seized Boutry by the throat and 
choked him. 

’o conceal the crime Vaubourg hid the 
body in the cellar, but cut off the head and 
threw it down a sewer, so that the body 
could not bo identified when found,

was on fire. I sent for Capt. Irvin, who 
came on deck immediately. He gave or- 
ders to take in allsail, and the Egyptian 
Monarch was headed in the direction of the 
light, 

“At 1.30 a.m. we rounded to near tho 
burning yeasel. It was thé Loodiana, and 
she was ablaze almost from stem to stern. 
The flames had nearly reached the bows. 
In the bright glare I saw two figures sitting 
astride the jibboom. The glass showed 
them to bea man and woman, whom we 
afterwards loarned were the captain of the 
Loodiana and his wife, 

“There was no hope of saving the vessel, 
even if any ono had thought of doing so. 
The flames had run up the masts and rig- 
ging, and had obtained such a hold that 
nothing could stop them until the ship was 
burned to the water's edge. Big patches 
of burning oil floated around and about 
us. We wero almost afraid that 
somo of the blazing oil would be 
tossed aboard our own ship, tor the storm 
had not abated. The waves, gleaming 
with the golden reflection from the flames, 
drove the helpless vessel away from us. 
The ridges of the mountainous billows 
were tinged with a Jurid glow As we cut 
through them we seemed to be sailing in a 
soa of fire, which leaped up angrily around 
us, cS 

“We got as near to the Loodiana as pos: 
sible. Bre two survivors saw us, That 
agonizing cry for help which escaped them 
at that moment chilled the blood in my 
veins. The man astride the boom was 
thick and heavy set. He clung toa ro 
with one hand, Clasping with the other the 
waist of a frail-looking woman, Man and 
wife,as was afterwards learned, they stayed 
together until death, 

“We shouted to the couple to be of good 
choer, Their answer was a piteous cry for 
help where no help could come, as it proved’ 
Tho burning ship was lying with its head 








to the wind. The flames were creeping 
sony towards tho boom. Occasionally 
the ship's stern was tossed high in the air 


on the wave, the flames were blown along 
the bows until it seemed as if the clothes of 
the couple were scorched by the intense 
heat, 

“The stays supporting the jibboom had 
been burned away, <A few minutes after- 
wards the ship swung around. The flames 
leaped towards the keel of the bowsprit. An 
awtal cry of agony went up from those poor 
tortured ones. Down they fell into the 
fire-lit waves, We saw them for one short 
moment. ‘The mau was Folding on to the 
stump of a spar and the woman was cling- 
ing tohim. A heavy wave lifted them up 
and dashed thom against the side of the 
burning vessel. We nover saw them again. 









**We steamed around the blazing hulk in 
the hope of seeing a boat contslalag the 
crew. Then we steamed to leeward for 12 


miles, but no sign of boat or raft could be 
discovered. We laid around as long as 
possible, but no boat could live in such a 
sea as Was running at that time. 

“When we reached Gravesend the 
scratch crew was immediately discharged, 


Capt. Irvin went to the London agents 
of the owners of the Loodiana, which 
was then reported to be missing. 
The burping vessel was of American 


build and the description of our captain 
seemed to leave no doubt that it was 
the Loodiana which we had seen. He learn- 
ed that the captain had his wife on board. 
We saw the vessel in lat, 48, lon. 42, about 
1200 miles weat southwest of Queenstown.” 

Tho Loodiana was built in Nova Scotia 
and had carried cargo2s of petroleum for 
some years. She was insured at Windsor, 
N.S., for $40,000, Captain Boyd was in 
command,

The Drama of the Guillotine 


The hideous scenes around the guillotine 
haye too frequently been described to nocd 
more than passing mention here. Auy sen- 
sational criminal who is to be executed will 
attract a crowd uumbered by thousands to 
witness his death, The spectators, mostly 
of the lowest class in Paris, come to enjoy 
themselves, and they hold ghast 
the broad square and its approach 
and women, goys and girls, thieves, 
down cocottes, the bhaunters of low wine 
shops of every description, all gather to- 
gether and form a mob which, as tho old 
saying has it, simply “beggars description.” 

‘On the one side of the sjuare stands the 
forbidding lookiyg building known as 
the “Grande RKoquetto,” from whose 
portals the criminals are siortly to issue. 
Over the way is the other prison or 
rather ponitentiary, called the ‘Petite 
Roquette,” an edifice scurcely — more 
inviting in its aspect, which is used for the 
reception of juvenile: criminals and incor- 
rigibles whose parents or the authorities 
obtain an order of the court for their ‘*put- 
ting away” until such time as they arrive 
at years of discretion. 

Through the square runs the road leading 
up to the cemetery of Pere la Chaise, 
bordered by trees, in the branches of which 
soveral adventurous gains pass the cold 
and weary hours of the night, sustained by 
the possession of a point of vantage from 
which the scene can beviewed, Even when 
the military have cleared a wide spate 
around the guillotine, strange to say, the

THE GROCERS’ WARFARE, 


The Wholesale Grocers’ Guild and the 
Price of Sugar, 

Moxrneat, Feb. 24.—The sugar refiners 
have now had their meeting and the Gro- 
cers 'Guild have had theirs. Tho result is 
not as had been anticipated by some gro- 
cers, the destruction of the guild. It 
appears that by general consent the mem- 
bers resolved to suspend Rule No. 2 of the 
association, which governs the sale of sugar, 
thus permitting eyeryone, to sell present 
stock at such rates as they think proper and 
Profitable for their own interests. When 
all these stocks are sold, howoyer, tho 
members of the guild alone will be able to 
go to the refiners and ask them for more 
sugar. There will then bave to bo a new 
shufiie ordered before the outside men can 
enter the guild, which they will haye to do 
in order to be able to purchase sugar at all. 

There are four large wholesale houses 
outside the Dominion Guild, two in Mont- 
real, ono in Kingston and ore in Toronto. 
The recent defection of a. wholesale house 
here appears to have ‘Jed to the present 
action on the part of the members ot the 
Wholesalers’ ociation. It is said that be- 
fore this house withdrew from the» guild it 
had purchased some $300,000 worth of 
sugar from the refineries: so that it is 
amply supplied with stockto carry on the 
war for some time to come. The other 
houses outside the Guild are also under- 
stood to haye good supplies of Scotch and 
Dutch sugara. Fierce cutting ia now the 
order of the day and it ia merely a question 
of the survival of the fittest.

responsibility for the Quebec agreement. 

r. A. F, Wood (North Hastings) said 
that the quostion beforo them was: 
What were our resources, how havo 
they been used and what were 
the prospects for the future? The 
resources were tbe Crown Lands, which 
were our capital Our sources of revenue 
wero the provincial subsidy, interest on 
trust funds, revenuo from licenses, etc, 
amounting in all to $2,162,572 This being 
ourincome how were they to meet their ex- 
penditure. which exceeded this sum by more 
than a gillion dollars! There were threo 
ways of meeting it, They could draw from 
capital or they could rrow. Speaking 
of the income from the licenses he 
claimed that it was money unfairly taken 
from the municipalities. The Government bad 
taken their present control of the issue of 
licenses presumably m the interest of tom- 
perance, It was quite evident now that 
it was revenue they were after, It was 
difficult to follow the treasurer in his alter- 
native aliusions tosurplus and capital, At 
one time a certain sum was termed surplus; 
at another be treated it as capital. He flow 
the claim that tho leader of the Government 
or any other man or set of men bad made 
this country prosperous This proviuce was 
prosperous by reason of the intelligence and 
enterprise of its rote 

Mr. W. B. Wood (North Brant) said be 
bad not beard of avy municipality complain- 
ing that the Government was collecting 
movey from licences that should go to the 
municipalities, The Opposition failed, bow- 

ever, to tell their constituents that the grants 
to the agricultural societies and to education 
had been increased by reason of the increase of 
receipts from licenses and such other sources, 
The Opposition were simply unreasonable 
when they expected that the Parliament 
buildings and the grant for rebuilding the 
university could be paid out of the ora 
ary current revenue, Ho called upon them 
to point out where the expenditures could 
bo decreased and to tell the House ana the 
country what tbeir financial policy was and 
what tetrenchments they propo sed to make, 

Mr, Whitney twitted the Government on 
its alleged surplus aud its capital, its assets 
and ite liabilities He found now that the 
Government and its frieuds had sbifted 
ground. They were calculating _ public 
buildings and colonization roads as assets, 
Were there no assets at the time the admin- 
istration came to power? Yet they bad 
never been so accounted until now, 

E. J, Davis (North York) dealt at some 
length with the timber limit question. He 
then proceeded to avswer the contention 
that the administration of licenses bas not 
been equitable, 

Tho debate was continued by H. EF; Clarke 
and J, Waters successively and was ad- 
journed at 11 o'clock on motion of A. 3. 
Hardy. 

A deputstion, introduced by R. Tooley, 
consisting of Messrs. I. Gilmour and Calvert, 
Was received by Mr. Mowat. They wish the 
Government to allow the counti sto appoint 
police magistrates and to prohibit justices of 
the peace from exerching their present 
powers, The Attorney-General replied that 
the matter would be left optional with the 
various counties, 

A deputation compored of Messre. W. F.

Killing and Wounding the Employes

Lexps, Feb. 25.—The manufacturing 
town of Cleckheaton, in the West riding 
of Yorkshire, eight miles from Leeds, was 
yesterday tho scene ofafrightful accident, |re- 
aulting in the loss of a number of lives. 

A massive chimney 60 yards high at 
Morsh Mills' machinery and flannel. factory 
in that place collapsed and fell on the roof 
of the factory just asa number of young 
women operatives were leaving work, 

Tho fall of the chimney ‘converted 
the wing of the factory on. which 
it crashed into a heap, of debris 
made up of fragments of masonry and the 
shattered remnants of machinery.

Fire Adds its Horrors. 

Tho piteous cries of those caught in the 
ruins could be heard, and the horror of 
the scene was soon augmented by the break- 
ing out of fire, in which numbers of tho im- 
prisoned victima were more or less burned. 

A force of workmen and the fire brighde 
of the town speedily got to work to move 
the tons of debris. 

The number already extricated includes 
eight killed, all women, and many injured 
by having limbs crushed. 

Twelve of those who were in the building 
at the Limo of the disaster are still missing. 

“Steeple Jacks," who have been ‘occu- 
pied for a week past in repairing the 
chimney, found it was collapsing and made 
their cscape. 

The factory manager states that an ex- 
port examined the foundation of the chim- 
noy at 3 p.m. and declared it to be in a safe 
condition. 

It is reported that the cause of the 
disaster was the removal of a number of 
defective bricks for the purpose of making 
repairs, which caused the structure to thus 
become unduly weakened. 

A girl who was rescued from the garret 
“was found with her head jammed between 
two beams. She gives a horrifying account 
of the spectacle presented by the tuins be- 
neath her, 

Five women are still missing.

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 


Deliverance by Gen. Yoster ou the Sub- 
ject nt New York, 

_New You, Feb, 25,—At the annual 
dinner of the New Y Board of Trade 
and Transportation at_ Delmonico’s last 
evening, Gen. J.“W. Foster, the gentle- 
man who, with Secretary Blaine, met the 
Canadian Reciprocity Commissioners at 





Washington recently and who has negotiat- 
ed the reciprocity treaties with various 
nations under the McKinley Act, delivered 
an address. 

Mr. Foster said Reciprocity is insepar- 
ably united to protection. It is impossible 
under the system of free trade. Itis only 
when a country maintains a protectiye 
tariff that it is in a position to offer to other 
countries valuable concessions for specific 

roducts in return for exceptional favors for 
its own products. The country which breaks 
down the protective system and opens up 
its markets freely and without price to all 
nations is inno condition to secure ex- 
ceptional favors from other countries. 

he commercial reciprocity treaties re- 

cently negotiated between Germany, Aus- 
tria, Italy, Switzerland and Belgium are 
based upon a recognition of this princ.ple, 
and they effectually dispose of the question 
of free trade on the continent of Europe for 
the next 12 years at least—the period of 
duration of those treaties. 

We have entered upon a similar policy in 
this country and if consistently steadily 
adhered toand not broken down by our 
own partisan action it bids fair to give to 
this nation a predominating commercial in- 
fluence on this hemisphere, which will re- 
dound greatly to our prosperity and oor 
national pride. 

But, it may be asked, if this be true why 
not extend it to our Canadian neighbors on 
thenorth? 

The first answer is that with our tropical 
neighbors,-whose- products are so dis- 
similar to ours, reciprocity is o 
simple matter, but ‘when we come 
to deal with «| country having 
thousands of miles of coterminous territory 
and with like products and industries the 
question becomes more complex, 

But this ‘is not the insu 
difficulty. The fact that nada 
does not possess ‘the right of 
negotiating hor own treaties, but must have 
them negotiated for her by « distant power, 
which is controlled by economic principles 
entirely different from those of both 

United States and Canada, constitutes 
the chief barrier to any arrangemenot 
So long as other interests than those of 
Canada are to control negotiations for com- 
merical relations with such of our neighbors 
as recognize American (in its broadest 
sense) a§ paramount to European influence 
on this hemisphere, to all such countries 
we should open the doors of trade 
as wide and as freely as tho interests of 
our own established industries will permit. 
Beyond that the spirit of genuine American- 
ism does not require nor permit us to go.”

When Perry, senior, left 
night he was followed by a detective, who 
traced. him to the place where the satchel 
had been loft. Wher he left the house the 
detective took it from him and brought it 
to Lyons this morning. When it was ex- 
amined, among tho contents was found the 
ear of a human being, which was presorved 
in alcohol and enclosed ina glass bottle, 
and two bands of gold battered from some 
of the jewelry stolen in the express robbery 
near Utica last September. 

‘The sheriff showed the ear to Perry and 
asked him where he got it. Ho stated that 
he cut it from & colored man’s head and in- 
tended to use it as an ornament on his 
mantel at home, Still he was very much 
excited over the affair and seoma to think 
that he is playing in hard luck 

An Affectionate Father. 

Another suspicious occurrence took place 
at the same corridor door this evening after 
the prisoner returned from the Police Court. 
He was accompanied to tho jail by his 
father, who was admitted. 

The deputy-sheriff detected the prisoner 
pass a scrap of paper through the iron bars 
to his father, After the conversation had 
been finished Collins requested tho elder 
Perry to step into the office, proceeded to 
search him and was rewarded by finding 
the scrap of paper, and on it was drawn an 
exact outline ol the key which unlocks the 
corridor door. 

Jerry Collins is of the opinion that the 
prisoner expected to havea key mado by 
his father which would fit the lock ond 
after opening the corridor door, to file the 
heavy steel bar which is on the outside and 
to which is attached a padlock out of reach 
from the inside. During the visit his 
father gave him some canned fruit and 
oranges. They were taken from him after 
his father’s departure and will be examined 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
anything is concealed inside of them. 

eraons connected with the jail seem to 
entertain the opinion that the man who re- 
presents himself aa his father and who was 
so affectionately kissed by Perry after the 
hearing in Police Justice Carver's office to- 
day is not his father at all but an accom- 
plice. 

The more Perry’s astounding crime, that 
unparalleled locomotive duel and the cross- 
country chase are discussed the greater be- 
comes the wonder at Periy’s astonishing 
nerve. The crime stands absolutely dlone 
in the history of highway robbery in Amori- 
ca. In all the wild and savage attacks on 
railway trains in the west there is nothing 
that compares with it for desperation on 
the part of the robber or for oxciting 
incident in the robber’s pursuit and cap- 
ture. 

Never before, probably, in the world was 
ihord meeeaiciols fought as that between 
the two flying locomotives, the one manned 
by the desperate criminal and the other by 
the two railway employes, who were pur- 
suing him. It was in a way like a running 
fight between two modern ironclads. The 
two engines backed and filled and passed 
and repassed each other and every time 
they passed each poured a volley into the 
other at such close range that the combat- 
ants could almost have clubbed each other 
with their weapons. Tho glass windows in 
the cabs of both engines were smashed in 
and the frame work around them was rid- 
dled with shots. 

Oliver Curtis Perry is described as 26 
ears old, 5 feet 6 to 7 inches tall, of slight

They 
were able to work and willing too, else 
they would not havo been put at the em- 
ployment sppolnted to them by General 
Booth. The occupatione at which General 
Booth employed these poople were nelther 
new nor novel, They exist {n all directions 
fn Britain, and thousands of people there 
find thelr employment in them. Io fact 
they were over-crowded with employes, 
else these paupera would not have been 
paupers—they would not have been em- 
ployees in these eatablishmonts, obtalning 
some small remuneration for thelr services. 
General Buoth's plan may be a good one— 
for the paupers—but beyond question it ia 
not s good one for the poor people who are 
not paupers. His proteges were put ab work 
in a great variety of occupations, bub it is 
not recorded that they recelved any monoy 
remuneration for their services, *tAb the 
shelter and food depots night lodgings and 
board were farnished for the mereat trifle,” 
and nearly 3,000,000 meals were supplied 
by the cheap food deputs. Think of the 
meals which were supplied at one cent 

two cents each. Of course the pro- 
facts of this pauper Jabor—this labor em- 
Ployed at making matches, bookbinding, 
knitting, laandry work, brush making, 
etc., must be sold, and that, too, in the 
open market in competition with the pro- 
ducts of the other poor people who are not 
yet paupers. Consider what this means, 
Depriving honest, self supporting labor of 
{ts means of livelihood tothe end that 
General Booth’s army of paupers might be 
given employment. Of course this compe- 
meant decreased production in the 
regular trades, and a still greater depres- 
alon of wages, It olso mipans that the 
Paupers supplanted the other labor, and 
that this other labor became an abundant 
tource of supply of paupers for General 
Booth’s army of paupers. But not only 
the ‘degraded denizens of the slums and 
gutters of the great city" were brought 
{nto active competition with honest labor, 
but hondrods of discharged conviots from 
the gaols and workhouses also. 

This is aed, mournfal picture of life 
among the lowly fo Britain, but, according 
to General Booth, ten per cent, of the 
population there are in this deplorable con 
dition.

The School Population. 

The report of the Miolster of Education 
for the y:ar 1891, with the statistic of 1890, 
is a voluminous report, contalning nearly 
400 pages. 

The schoo! population of the province, as 
ascortained through the assessor, was, in 
1890: Boys, 269,619, glrls, 237,046, or a 
total of 496,565, The average attendance 
of rural papils was 47 por cent of the rogis 
tered atteridauce, while in towns it 
was 560 per cent. and in olties 62 per cent, 
The county of Haldimand ‘furnishes the 
highest ayerage, The other extremes are 
Haliburton, Dafferln, Glongarry, Gore Bay, 
North Toronto, Penetangulshene, Sand- 
wich, Londen, Belleville and Brantford. 

Female still continue to gain on male 
teachers, belong 69 per cent. of the entire 
nomber employed, The number of teach- 
era takiog advantage of the normal echocls 
is 1,776 better than in 1577, and ia 36 pr 
cent, of the total number of persons engag- 
ed in teaching the publicechools, Waterloo 
pays the highest avorage salary, $447 to 
male toachors. Eysex leada tor female 
teachers with $334 ; Frontenac the lowest, 
$290 for male, and Haliburton $204 fcr 
fomale teachere, 

There are now 6,768 school houses in the 
province, aud as a rule they are opeved and 
closed with prayer. The number of ‘sepa- 
rate echoo!s has advanced from 176 to 269 
io fourteen years, the exponditure increas: 
tog $174,897; and the numbor of. teschers 
235 during tho same period, while there has 
beeu a corresponding and gratifylug im 
provement in the numbers In the different 
branches of lnstruction. 

The high schools of the province now 
number 120, and collegiate institutes 31. 
The moat gratifying f.a'ure in connection 
with the high school system, is the large 
increaso in the attendance -the numbera 
having more than doubled in fourteen years, 
The highest salary of a head mastor was $2,- 
600 (Toronto, Jarvis St ); the average nal- 
ary of headmastors for the province was 
$1,138 ; of asaiatand masters, $804 ; of all 
masters, $592. Of the mas:ers, 183 were 
graduates of Toronto Uaivoratty, 63 of Vic- 
torla, 37 of Qacen’s, 11 of Trinity, 2 of Mo- 
Gill, and 4 of British uniyorsitios. 

The total nambor of pupils attending the 
several classes of echools In 1890 (excluding 
colleges and private schoole) amounts to 
617,310, and the total sum expended for all 
educational purposes in 1850 reaches the 
high figore of $5,284,980. This result is 
most encouraging and speaka well for the 
educational prosperity of the province.

WHAT THEY SAY IN ENGLAND. 

Foresoolng tho fal'ure of his polloy in tho 
bye-electlons, Sir Richard Cartwright made 
a bold bid for sympathy amongst the froe- 
traders of the motherland. With this ob- 
ject Slr Richard, on January 25:h, addreea- 
od a long letter to the London Economist, 
19 which, after vilifying our country in his 
usual style, abusing the manofacturora an 
legalized robbsra, aud denouncing the Gov- 
ernment as a gang of corruptionists, he 
artfully angled for the sympathy of tho 
great journal which he addressed by declar- 
{ng that *‘the Liberal party havo resolved 
**to Introduce a systom of perfect conti- 
“*nental freo trade or unrestricted reolpro- 
“city with the United States.” 

Sir Richard sought to conceal the true 
nature of his policy under the socnding 
appellation ‘free trade,” but he got his 
anawer from the free trade organ In these 
algnificant words: 

“That it is a wise policy we canvot, however, 
admit. We will not stop to consider what Can- 
ada owes to the Mother Couatry, or whether 
our interests weuld or rot be p-rjudicially 
affected were commoerciol advantoges over us 
scoorded by Canada to the United States, Let 
us look at the matter from the purely Canadian 
point of view, and thus regarded, what wo fail 
to neo is why, if the Liberal party ore sincere in 
their perferencs for complete free trade over 
mere unrestricted reciprocity with the United 
States, they should speak cf the one aa being less 
attainable than the other, Neither can bs ob- 
taincd until they have succeeded in winning 
over to their side» majority of the electorate ; 
but, given that mojority, why should it not be 
ted for the one purpose as well aa for the 
other? And, apart from this, nothing is more 
evident than that such a policy o« Sir Richard 
Cartwright recommends would, instead of light 
ening, incresss the burdens which now press 
upon the Canadian tazpsyors. It involves » 
sacrifice of something |: ke £1,500,000 of revenus, 
sod_wers there snall-sround reduction of cus 
tow daties to that amount, Osnadian conrum 
ors would raslizs adouble gaia. They would 
have the gain roeulting {rom the low prices of 
the imported goods, and the further gain that 
would encus from the lowering of the priocs 
of the hime products with which these im 
Dorts compete. Neither of theac advantegew 
however, ean they hope to realize under Bir, 
Richerd Cortwright’s plan. What boncfit may 
‘*corue will go not to them, but to the American 
manufacturers, who, teing protected ia the 
Canadian markets againyt the only effective 
competition they have ‘o fear, viz,, that of this 
country, would be under no compuision to lower 
their prices, and would conn quently pocket the 
enillion und a balf or so which the revenua 
would lose by the abolition of the duties Upon 

their goods, while new taxes would havo to be 
imposed to make good the deficioncy in the 
revenue, Thus, ne wo havo anid, the Canadiars 
would be taxed twico over—taxed for the bene 
fit of United States manufecturers acd taxod 
for the purprses of theirowo Government, And 
bad although the exiting state of things may 
be from the coonomie print of view, that which 
Bir Richard Cartwright is anxious to establish 
would, it seems to us, ba even worse, Nur do 
Wo bes where, from the moral point of view, aay 
advantege isto be reapsd. If it bo the case 
that the policy of protection to Canadien manu. 
factncers has boon xo utterly subversive of po. 
litical morality as—not, wo fear, without cause 
—Bir Richard roprosents it to have been, will 
the political atmosphere ba cleared by jagrely 
extending similar protection in Oaradisn mar 
kote to the manufacturers of the Uni'ed Stator’

Panis, Feb. 29,—Lientenant Anastay, 
who murdered the Baronoss Dellard in the 

tue du Temps, was Saturday found guilty 
and condemned to death, 

In reply to questions put to him by the 
judge he said that he-had spent. 200 franos 
more than his pay “justified on a’ ballet 
girl at the Bellecour Theatre. He said 
fe imagined) he would find 20,0000 
francs in the house of the murder 
ed woman. He knew the money was 
represented by scrip and bonds, and he had 
arranged for their sale by means of the 
financial journal, L’Impartiale. 

He entered the house of the Baroncas and 
chatted with her a while before striking the 
fatal blow. Continuing, he said 

"You do not know what it is to have 

k your fellow creature with a knife, 
woman's face is always before my 
es..__Lhave committed a cri not only 
aultas an officer, -but a crime against 
society. I demand to expiate that crime. 
Taccept the responsibility and I wish to 
mount tho scaffold.", 

This speech causéd’a profound sensation 
in court and the judge sketched the romain: 
ing incidents of the crime, to all the details 
of which the prisoner assented. He had 
found his victim alone, and.as she went 
before him into her son’s room he rushed 
upon her from behind, cut her throat, and 
then, after searching her pockets for 
hor keys, he rummaged the ward: 
robes and drawers to find money, but 
the servant, Delphine Houbre, suddenly en- 
tered the room, Anastay roshed upon’ her 
and vegan sawing at her neck, but her long 
hair protected it, and, thinking that sho 
was qua, he went quietly away. 

The judge noted the cold-blooded man- 
mer in which Anastay left the house 
after the murder, and also bis 
impassibility when arrested and asked 
him what had induced him to con- 
feas his crime. His answer was; ‘‘My 
conscience. It was impossible for me to 
live any longer with. that secret on my 
mind. “I almoat-regret: haying made a con- 
fession, because it may be looked upon as an 
extenuating clroumstance, but do not forget 
that you have not only a prisoner before 
you but an officer.” 

The death sentence was then read to the 
prisoner, who listened quite unmoved. 


A Hangman Drops Dead. 

Vienna, Feb, 29.—Franz Schneider and 
his wife Rosalie, who were recently con‘ 
victed of murdering a large number of ser- 
vant girls in the suburbs of this city, whom 
Schneider also criminally assaulted, and 
sentenced to death, may after allescape the 
gallows, notwithstanding the diabolical 
atrocity of their crimes, as the Emperor 
has refused to sigu the death warrants. No 
woman has been executed in Austria since 
1808, 

The lower orders in Austria believe that 
Schneider possesses. magic powers. The 
official hangman, Rudolph Seidfried, visited 
the condemned man’s cell, in order to 
secure some idea of his weight, for the pur- 
pose of calculating the extent of drop neces- 
ass y. Three hours afterwards he dropped 

ead, 

Since the trial it has been developed that 
for three weeks, while the police were 
searching high and low for Schneider, he 
was concealed in the mansion of the 
Baroncas Faulke, a leader of the nobility, 
and in which his wife was employed asa 
servant, Hoe shared his wiie’s bed at night 
and hid under it during the day. 


Imperial Parliament. 


Lonpow, Feb, 29.—During the debate in 
the House of Commons last night Mr. Bal- 
four said he accepted the principle of a 

roposal to allow schools to be used for the 
holding of political meetings. Ho invited 
the Opposition to introduce « bill dealing 
with the subject, on the grounds that the 
Government was overworked already. 
Later, in response to pressure, ho agreed 
to add such aclauseto another bill =" 
- The Times comments with pity on ‘the 
fact that the Government displayed: 
decision in the matter. ‘It is not in an 
edifying spectacle,” the paper says ‘‘to seo 
ministers slowly makiug up their minds ia 
public under pressure from a House which 
they aro there to lead. 
Mrs, Osborne's Case. 

Loypon, Feb. 29.—Sir Charles Russell, 
after Mrs. Osborne pleads guilty on her 
trial on March 7, will appear in court to 
deal with the case under tho First Offend- 
era Act, which will enable the judges to re- 
lease the accused under bond to reappear 
and undergo sentence. ‘There is a question 
whether the act applies to this case. Legal 
opinion is that, although the charge against 
Mrs. Osborne is not included in the act, the 
judges have power to apply the principle. 


Indignation in Bulgaria. 

Soria, Feb. 29,—The death of Dr, Vulko- 
vich, the Bulgarian agent at Constanti- 
nople, who was stabbed by an unknown 
assassin Wednesday night in that city, has 
causod a great sensation here and through- 
out Bulgaria. Prince Ferdinand has given 
orders that the court fetes be: cancelled. 
Great indignation everywhere ‘because of 
the assassination. 


No Statue to Newman 


Lowpon, Feb. 29.—The Duke of Norfolk, 
the chief Roman Catholio nobleman of Eng- 
land, has written a letter ‘to the committee 
having the memorial of Cardinal Newman 
in charge, saying that in his opinion it 
would not be respectful to the memory of 
the cardinal to proceed with the erection of 
the proposed statue at Oxford University 
in view of the violent opposition raised 
againat it The project +h therefore be 
abandoned.

To Hualld a Big P 

Niacara Faris, Feb, 29.—The largest 
paper and pulp-making plant in the world 
is to be builton the Niagara tunnel, The 
Niagara Falls Paper Company will be the 
style of the owners. This company was 
formerly known as the Soo Paper Company 
The company bas signed a lease for 3000 
horse-power to be furnished this fall, The 
lease oxtends to the year 1936, As the 
unhelinwlllicba cam pleted by July, the 
power will be ready ee them then. The 
plant will consist of 20 large buildings and 
will occupy I acres of ground. ‘The cost 
will be about $5,000,000. This company 
has in contemplation the use of underground 
chambers for grinding purposes. The 
wheel pit will be 140 fect deep and 14x40 
feet wide, It will be connected with the 
big tunnel by a tunnel 500 fect long, 10 feet 
high and 12 feet wide.

Cuicaco, Feb. 29,—"'The Lottery Com: 
pany’s move in Obtaining a charter or con- 
cession from the Government of Nicaragua 
is simply a preparation for possible defeat 
at the next Louisiana election,” said J. B.

“Sergeant Pflug of the Seventh Company 
ofthe 104th Regiment is in the list of 
underofficers who have specially dis- 
tinguished themselves by misusing their 
soldiers, His troops, during almost the 
whole time that they belonged to the ‘awk- 
ward squads,’ had their ears boxed cither 
by himself or at his orders, Often he 
vbliged them to spring upon their truuks or 
chests and then practise the bending of the 
knee, They received blows in’ case they 
did not get up rapidly enough. Once when 
inspecting the clothes of the troops he 
found shoes which he believed were too 
greasy. Hehad the faces. of the owners 
rubbed with the shoes, At anothertime he 
forced them to place their dirty stockings 
in their mouths and chew upon them for 
four or five minutes,” 

After recounting a number of other as- 
founding instances of outrage and cruelty, 
the Prince's report declares that the sik 
officers who have been punished have been 
dealt with mucli too leniently.

In ending his remarkable paper, Prince 
George calls upon all men to aid him in 
bringing about the reforms which he has 
undertaken, and to rdise the standard of 
the army. He declares that further dis- 
regard of tho army rules and inhuman 
treatment by officers of whatever rank will 
bo followed by the severest punishment 
allowed by the law,
